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CONCERNING FIRE INSURANCE. 


At the recent annual convention of 
the Paint Manufacturers’ Association, 
the ever important and always in- 
teresting subject of fire insurance re- 
ceived a share of attention somewhat 
more pronounced than usual in view 
of the movement on foot to inaugurate 
a system among the paint manufactur- 
ing and allied trades of inter-insur- 
ance, So much interest has been shown 
in this project and in the vital ques- 
tion of protection from fire, that else- 
where in this issue we publish in full 
the report of the committee. It is not 
out of place also to refer to the report 
of a similar committee presented at 
the convention of the National Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association, held at 
Boston last month. 

The manufacture of paints and var- 
nishes, involving as it does the use 
of inflammable materials, constitutes 
an insurance risk above the ordinary 
and calls for a correspondingly high 
rate to meet the general law of aver- 
age, as determined by insurance sta- 
tistics. Apart from the natural risk 
is also the moral risk, and by this is 
meant the moral responsibility of the 
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proprietor of a factory. It is hard to 
suppose that any man _ sufficiently 
shrewd and industrious to make him- 
self master of a manufacturing plant, 
is not always as careful of the pro- 
tection of his property should 
But it is a fact, nevertheless, that 
many a man is bent upon increas- 
ing the earning powers of his estab- 
lishment, and of accumulating money 


as he 
be. 


sO 


by curtailment of expenses, that he is 
apt to grow more or less careless in 
the matter of cleanliness and in the 


adoption of methods and apparatus for 
the safety of the plant, especially when 
he has been fortunate enough to secure 
a fair line of insurance, This same man, 
too, is often prone to complain when 
the companies either decline additional 
risk or raise the existing rates, and itis 
for the sins of such as he, that the whole 
paint manufacturing trade must suffer. 
No wonder, therefore, that the associa- 
tions comprising the largest and most 
progressive manufacturers are keenly 
alive to the question, and are endeavor- 
ing by propaganda and every other 
known means, to create a standard of 
protection as nearly perfect as possible, 
not only in their own establishments 
but in the factories of those whose 
indifference has so materially affected 
the general risk. 

in order to have figures upon which 
to base a sound argument, not only for 
the general adoption of practical appli- 
ances calculated to reduce the risk of 
fire, but as a special plea for a sys- 
tem of inter-insurance, the committee 
intrusted with the report prepared a 
list of questions covering a record of 
the physical condition of the various 
paint manufacturing plants throughout 
the country, the amount and rate of the 
insurance carried and the losses. To 
this set of questions answers were re- 
ceived from 110 members of the Asso- 
ciation; and from them was gleaned 
the fact that these 110 representative 
concerns carried $29,122,582 of insur- 
ance, of which $23,733,998 was placed 
with stock or old-line companies and 
the balance, or $5,388,584, with mutual 
organizations. The total cost of carry- 
ing this insurance was, according to 
actual statement, $360,188 per annum. 
The losses during ten years were $1,- 
212,265, making an average annual loss 
of $121,226. Deducting this amount from 
the amount actually paid in premiums, 
there remained $238,962 excess paid to 
the companies, which is one argument 
advanced in favor of a mutual system. 

Statistics bearing upon the various 
grades of risks among the paint trade 
show that of the 110 factories report- 
ing 28 were equipped with a sprinkler 
system and nearly all were brick build- 
ings and carried various sorts of safety 
appliances. The variations in the rates, 
however, which ranged all the way 
from 40 cents per $100 to $3.75, shows 
a vast difference in the quality of the 
risks. Of course, the extremes consti- 
tuted risks of a vastly different cali- 
ber, but the figures furnish much food 
for thought when it comes to a ques- 
tion of the saving of premiums. 
average factory under present condi- 
tions pays $1.24 per $100, which repre- 
sents a gradual reduction since 1905 of 
66c. per $100, due to increasing interest 
shown by the manufacturers in the 
matter of lessening the hazards of their 
individual risks; but of the 110 con- 
cerns reporting over one-half paid an 
average rate of between 2% and 83 per 
cent, per annum, 

When the rather 
profit paid to the companies is con- 
sidered a rate of 3 per cent. or even 
2% per cent. seems excessive, but from 
the underwriters’ reports they have been 
based upon the hard and fast rule of 
average, and there is apparently no hope 
of reducing them except by the adop- 
tion of every sensible preventative and 
extinguishing device known and by a 
scrupulous regard for cleanliness, For 
these the Paint Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion makes an earnest appeal. 

The report of the insurance com- 
mittee deals not only with figures rep- 
resentative of paint premiums and loss- 
es, but touches upon the statistics cov- 
ering the general insurance business 
of the State of New York as a practi- 
cal example. These helped to confirm 
the figures quoted in respect to the 
paint trade and to show quite a hand-

some profit to the companies over and 
above operating expenses. A deduc- 
tion is drawn by comparison, however, 
to show that the average paint risk 
is not what should be called a hazard- 
ous one. This fact apparently has been 
recognized by the underwriters, in re- 
adjusting rates, for while nearly all 
lines have been advanced of late that 
of the paint trade has been gradually 
reduced—a compliment to the increased 
interest shown by the trade in the in- 
troduction of such appliances as 
water sprinklers and sand buckets, fire 
extinguishers, automatic doors, wire 
glass windows, watchmen and cleanli- 
ness. 

The of inter-insurance or 
mutual insurance was seriously dis- 
cussed, not only by the Paint Manu- 
facturers’ Association, but by the Na- 
tional Paint, Oil and Varnish Associa-

tion. The committee of the former or- 
ganization has come out strongly in 


favor of the innovation, and it points 
to other trades as having effected sub- 
stantial savings by the adoption of a 
plan of this kind. 

The fire insurance committees of 
both associations have a busy year be- 
fore them, and their reports will be 
awaited with keen interest by the en- 
tire trade. 
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SHOULD LOW GRADE ASAFET- 
IDA BE ADMITTED TO THE 
UNITED STATES. 


Another instalment of the continu- 
ous controversy between importers and 
government Officials on the subject of 
the admittance into the United States 
of crude drugs which do not comply 
with the provisions of the Pure Food 
and Drugs Act, comes in the shape of 
a recent ruling by the Board of Food 
and Drug Inspection in the case of 
gum asafetida, which is treated at 
some length by our Washington cor- 
respondent on another page of this 
issue. 

The case in point, which is a repre- 
sentative one, as applied to the im- 
portation of crude drugs, hinges upon 
a decision of the Treasury Department 
in compliance with representations 
made by the officials of the Department 
of Agriculture, whereby certain con- 
signments of gum asafetida have been 
ordered to be exported to the country 
of their origin. 

For some time prior to this recent 
decision, crude asafetida of low grade 
has been admitted without question 
under section 7 of the law, which pro 
vides that no drug shall be deemed 
adulterated within the meaning of the 
act, even if below the prescribed stand- 
ard, if the standard of strength, qual- 
ity or purity be plainly stated upon the 
label of the container; but, as of late, 
the percentage of low grade asafetida 
imported has been unusually large, the 
Board of Food and Drug Inspection 
decided to take action in the matter 
and put a stop to a system which, it 
has been claimed by Washington au- 
thorities, has made of this country a 
dumping ground for the refuse drugs 
of Europe, which system section 11 
of the law was intended to terminate. 
From present appearance it seems as 
if the questions at will have to 
be threshed out by an exasperating 
and tedious process of law, which may 
only end in the United States Supreme 
Court. 

The contentions of the interested 
parties on both sides are briefly these:— 
The government authorities claim that 
even though section 7 of the Pure Food 
and Drugs Act does not prohibit traf- 
fic in a crude drug deficient in strength, 
quality or purity, provided it be so 
labeled as to show such deficiency, 
yet this section of the law does not 
weaken section 11 of the same act, 
which provides for the exclusion of any 
food or drug which is “dangerous to 
the health of the people of the United 
States, or is of a kind forbidden entry 
into, or forbidden to be sold or re- 
stricted in sale in the country in which 
it is made or from which it is ex- 
ported.” The board claims that the 
therapeutic characteristics of asafetida 
render the low grade gum unfit for 
desirable medicinal preparations, and 
per consequence, “dangerous to the 
health of the people of the United 


issue 
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States,” and further, that “such low 
grade asafetida and other crude drugs 
as have recently been imported into 
the United States, are forbidden to be 
sold or restricted in sale in Germany 
and England,” their countries of origin. 
They hold that they are therefore 
vested with the power under the act 
summarily to exclude the goods in 
question for the reasons named, and 
they have acted accordingly. 

The importers deny that gum asafe- 
tida comes within the category of drugs 
thus provided for in section 11 of the 
act and base their argument for the 
admittance of ‘the goods upon the pro- 
vision of 7 already quoted. 





section 7 
They contend that the Board of Food 
and Drug Inspection, in attempting the 
exclusion of the goods in question, have 
assumed to legislate section 7 out of 
the act, or at least so to nullify its pro- 
visions as to make them of no avail. 
Of what practical value, they ask, is 
section 7 if any drug labeled in due ac- 
cordance with the law may be refused 
admittance under section 11 as danger- 
ous, at the discretion of the Board, 
which, they further say, might just as 
well come out plainly and, ignoring the 
provisions of the act, order that no 
crude drug be admitted which did not 
fully grade up to the standard pre- 
scribed by the U. S. Pharmacopeia? 
They complain bitterly of the alleged 
injustice and illegality of their treat- 
ment by the Government authorities. 
It does not seem to us that the 
ground taken by the importers is tena- 
ble, for even if they could show that 
their goods exceeded the pharmaco- 
peial standard for strength, quality 
and purity, that would not tie the Goy- 
ernment’s hands if the Government 
could establish the fact that the goods 
were ‘forbidden to be sold or restricted 
in sale’ in the country from which 
they were imported—assuming that 
such a case could arise. The law was 
enacted partly for the very purpose of 
preventing the refuse drugs of Europe 
from finding a market in this country, 
and the Government, in trying to carry 
out the provisions of section 11, should 
have the hearty support of all who be- 
lieve that Americans are entitled to as 
good drugs as Europeans.

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Report of Committee Upon Fire 
Insurance, 

PRESENTED AT THE ANNUAL CONVEN- 
TION OF ‘SHE PAINT MANUFAC- 


TURERS' ASSOCIATION. 

Your committee that wus appointed to 
Make a report one year agu spent a good 
Geal of time in cuilecting Logeliier certain 
facts in regard to your factories, losses 
and premiums paid for insurance, etc., 
bul on account of the vast umount ol 
more importunt buSiness that came be- 
tore the association the report was not 
considered; and, not being uble to gather 
any additional facts thut would muke 
the report more intelligent in any way, 
we have conciuded to present thut report 
tor your consideration, 

A list of questions was prepared and 
sent to each member of this association, 
in which they were asked lo make an- 
swers, thus giving the record of the 
physical condiuon of your various plants 
and the amount of insurance that you 
were carrying and the rate of insurance, 
also your losses. We received replies 
from 110 members of our associulion, 
‘there has been from year to year a grad- 


ual imcrease in the interest manitested 
upon insurance, as each year we get re- 
ports from a greater number thun the 


year preceding. 

The reports of the 110 disclose the fact 
that they are carrying $29,122,582; $23,733,- 
998 is in stock companies, 9,555,084 is in 
mutual companies. ‘he above insurunce 
is being carried at an annual cost of 
$300,188. The total losses suStaineu dur- 
ing the past ten years are $1,212,205, mak- 
ing the average annual loss $121,226, show- 
ing that we are paying or have been pay- 


ing annually $238,962 in excess of our 
losses. Of the 110 reports there are 23 


sprinkled risks. Nearly all our factories 
are of brick construction, and have many 
of the appliances and safeguards re- 
quired by the underwriter. We find that 
the rates of insurance vary from 40 cents 
per $11 to $3.75 per $100. Seventeen of the 
above firms are paying over 3 per cent., 
forty-five are paying over 2% per cent, 

We know that these high rates can be 
reduced by improving the physical con- 
dition of the unsprinkled risks by follow- 
ing the instructions of the insurance in- 
spectors. Every change you make lessens 
the hazard and reduces the rate, such as 
introducing metal waste cans, automatic 
metal doors, water buckets, sand buck- 
etc, standpipes and hose, night watch- 
men, fire extinguishers, etc. 

The insurance business has been taken 
up very thoroughly in several States, but 
none have entered into it more thorough- 
ly than the State of New York; and the 
report made by Mr. Otto Kelsey, of the 
State Insurance Department, to the Leg- 
islature, discloses the fact that there were 
177 insurance companies operating in the 
State, and that they received in 1906 $38,- 
590,184; and that they paid out in losses 
$18,391,252, showing an excess of premiums 
over losses of $20,198,932. He closes his 
report with the following:—‘‘The income 
received from fire and marine companies 
combined was $255,955,645. After paying 
losses and miscellaneous expenses there 
was left for dividends nearly $9,000,000.’ 

The report obtained by the Pittsburgh 
Association of Credit Men shows that the 
Pennsylvania companies in that State re- 
ceived in 1907 in premiums over $24,000,000, 
and paid in fire losses $11,000,000, leaving 
for expenses, salaries and dividends $13,- 


We present these figures to confirm our 
own reports, showing the profits that are 
to be derived from the insurance busi- 
ness, and we are helping to pay that 
profit. Our report clearly establishes the 
fact which has been verified in all these 
years, that our risks are not hazardous 
risks, and that we should not be called 
upon to pay excessive premiums in con- 
sequence of the business in which we are 
engaged. While the rates of insurance 
have been advanced all along the lines, 
ours show a reduction, which we believe 
has heen accomplished by the agitation 
of this subject. 

In 1905 the average rate that we paid 
was $1.90 per $100; in 1906 the average 
rate was $1.50 per $100, while the average 
rate of the present report of 1907 is $1.24 
per $100. 

This, we believe, has been brought about 
by the strengthening of the physical con- 
dition of our plants, by keeping our fac- 
tories clean, by installing buckets of 
water and sand, fire appliances, auto- 
matic doors and wire glass windows, etc. 
Every improvement that we make along 








the line of safety reduces our rate of in- 
surance; but no one thing has reduced 
the rate like an automatic sprinkler. We 


find that all of you are paying 66 cents 
less upon the $100 than you were three 
years uwgo, as shown by the 110 plants re- 
ported, or $192,000. You can add to this 
saving year by year by making the im- 
provements asked for. 

The thought of your chairman during 
ull these years has been that we should 
insure curselves. And this report more 
than confirms this opinion, When 110 
members pay annually over $360,000, and 
only receive for losses $121,000, this shows 
that the 110 members are paying out an- 
nually $239,000 more than they receive. 

Your chairman is a firm believer in 
“Allied Trades Exchange,’’ or _ inter- 
insurance, and from every report that 


has been made it so clearly demonstrates 
the fact that we are money spenders and 
are wasting thousands of dollars annual- 
ly from our net earnings. The insurance 
business can be safely conducted upon a 


cost of 25 per cent. And there is no 
record that has ever been made but what 
shows that you are paying 50 per cent. 
and over to the underwriter. 


Your committee took up the question 


of inter-insurance in the early part of 
the year 1907, with the Alfred M. Best 
Company, of New York city, who are 
largely interested in the insurance busi- 
ness and are reporters upon the financial 
responsibility and methods of insurance 


companies of all kinds, being well versed 
in insurance laws, and issue annually in- 
surance reports upon all classes of risks. 

It is worthy of your thought and con- 


sideration that the total losses in this 
country by fire are $250,000,000 annually. 
This is under normal conditions. And 
that the moral hazard is estimated at 


fully 25 per cent. of the losses sustained. 
And with inter-insurance the moral 
hazard is practically eliminated from the 
fact that we insure ourselves. 

Inter-insurance has been in use for 
many years, and has gone through large 
fires and sustained heavy losses, but has 
resulted in large savings to its members. 
We find inter-insurance with the whole- 
sale dry goods people, retail dry goods 
people, lumber people, the biscuit_manu- 
facturers, freight elevators and very 
many others, all of which have saved 
large sums of money by this method of 
insurance. 

This report extends over a period of ten 
years, showing that the members named 
have in that time paid to insurance com- 
panies $2,390,000 more than the losses have 
been. Is there any good reason why we 
should go on doing this when we can 
75 per cent. of this expenditure by 
adopting “Allied Trades Exchange?” 
While some of you have new mill con- 
structed plants and sprinkled risks yet 
is that any reason why you would not be 
benefited and be willing to unite with the 
association as a whole, upon a fair and 
just rate for yourself and a proper rate 
for a risk not quite as good? 

During the past year your chairman 
has taken up the insurance proposition 
with Messrs. Gough and Best, of Seattle, 
Wash., Mr. Best being one of the firm 
of the. Best Bros., of New York city, to 
whom reference has been made. There 
has been standing in our way all the 
time the question of expense; and we 
have arranged with Messrs. Gough and 
Best to undertake the organization of the

“Allied Trades Exchange’ or inter-in- 
surance, without any expense upon the 
part of the association or any member 


thereof. Said company to be incorporated 
under the laws of the State of Washing- 
ton. And we here present a copy of the 
articles of incorporation, also a copy of 
the by-laws governing and controlling 
the “Allied Trades Exchange” or inter- 
insurance, Also the “powers of at- 
torney’’ which each subscriber would 
give to this firm, to act as attorneys in 
fact for them. We also present a copy 
of the policy that is to be issued. While 
we do not desire to take up the time of 
reading all of these, but wish to state 
that they meet the approval of your com- 
mitee, and that we would recommend that 
this ssociation appoint three members 
to constitute a committee to go over all 
of these matters with Messrs. Gough and 
Best. 

Your committee believe 
of insurance would reduce and lessen 
the cost and expense that we are now 
under in obtaining adequate insurance. 
And, as further proof, we desire to pre- 
sent the results of twelve companies that 
are organized under this plan, from 
whom we have obtained detailed reports 
showing their receipts and losses during 
the past five years. The total receipts 
of the twelve companies are $8,224,911. 
The total losses are $3,016,786. All of 
these companies went through the Balti- 
more and San Francisco fires. While 
there are a number of others that are 
in successful operation, yet we could not 
obtain detailed reports showing receipts 
and losses. We therefore offer the fol- 
lowing resolution:— 

Resolved, That the report of the In- 
surance Committee be received, and that 
Messrs. Gough and Best be recommended 
to the various members of our associa- 
tion.

THE BOARD OF FOOD AND DRUG IN- 
SPECTION RULES THAT GUM NOT COM- 
ING UP TO STANDARD PRESCRIBED 
BY THE U. S. PHARMACOPOBLA, 
EVEN IF PROPERLY LABELED 
UNDER THE ACT, MUST BE RF 
EXPORTED UNDER PROVI- 
SIONS OF SECTION 11. 
Washington, Nov. 6, 1908. 


A controversy of great importance to 
the drug trade has been precipitated by 
the recent ruling of the Board of Food 
and Drug Inspection, excluding importa- 
tions ot gum asatfw@tida which do not 
grade up to the standard of the U. 8S. 
Pharmacopeia, notwithstanding the ac- 
tual strength of the crude drug as im- 
ported is plainly marked on the label 
thereof in accordance with the, provisions 
of section 7 of the pure food and drugs 
act. In arriving at this decision the 
board lays down a principle of construc- 
tion to be applied to the statute that will 
no doubt draw protests from every 
branch of the drug trade, and it is be- 
lieved that the issue as presented will 
ultimately require to be adjudicated in 
the highest courts. 

The decision of the Board of Food and 
Drug Inspection excluding low-grade 
asafcetida, even when marked to indi- 
cate its exuct strength, is a result of an 
investigation of imported crude drugs 
that hus extended over a period of sev-~ 
eral months. Many importations of va- 
rious drugs testing below Pharmacopeia 
Standards were passed without question, 
but the board finally reached the con- 
clusion that there was a general ten- 
dency on the part of importers to bring 
in low-grade products, some of which 
contained so little of the active princi- 
ple of the respective drugs as to be al- 
most inert. In the case of drugs which, 
because of their peculiar nature, Must 
be standardized before passing into the 
hands of the drug manufacturer or con- 
sumer, the board did not regard it as 
necessary to interfere with these impor- 
tations, but in the case of drugs the 
products of which are not standardized 
or which are of so low a grade as to 
preclude the manufacture of standard- 
ized products therewith, it was decided 
that importation should be denied if au- 
thority in law could be found therefor. 

Gum asafoetida was selected as a drug 
which, if found in a crude state of a very 
low grade, cannot be used for the pro- 
duction of medicinal preparations of 
proper potency and therapeutic quality. 
The United States Pharmacopoeia re- 
quires that in the case of standard gum 
asafoetida at least 50 per cent. shall be 
soluble in alcohol, with 10 per cent. of ash 
after incineration. The gum asafoetida of 
commerce is understood to range from 6 
yer cent. to as high as 70 per cent. soluble 
n alcohol, but in recent months a large 
proportion of the current importations 
have graded very low, and in the opinion 
of the Board of Food and Drug Inspection 
should be denied admission on the score 
of quality. 

Careful examination of the pure food 
and drug law disclosed three provisions 
more or less applicable to the question in- 
volved. Section 7 contains the distinct 
proviso that ‘“‘no drug defined in the 
United States Pharmacopoeia or National 
Formulary shall be deemed to be adulter- 
ated under this provision if the standard 
of strength, quality or purity be plainly 
stated upon the bottle, box or other con- 
tainer thereof, although the standard may 
differ from that determined by the test 
laid down in the United States Phar- 
macopoeia or National Formulary.’’ Upon 
this provision importers of low-grade 
asafoetida who label their importations to 
show their exact strength base their con- 
tention that the Board of Food and Drug 
Inspection has exceeded its authority in 
attempting the exclusion of their goods. 
The board, however, cite two other pro- 
visions of the law, which are found in 
section 11, one of which authorizes the 
exclusion of any article of food or drug 
“dangerous ito the health of the people of 
the United States,’ while the other for- 
bids entry to any article of food or drug 
which is ‘“‘of a kind forbidden entry into 
or forbidden to be sold or restricted in 
sale in the country in which it is made or 
from which it is exported."’ In view of 
the peculiar character of gum asafoetida 
with reference to the standardization of 
its products, the board hold that if the 
crude gum is of low grade medicinal prep- 
arations of desirable characteristics can- 
not be made therefrom, and such drugs 
are “dangerous to the health of the peo- 
ple of the United States.”’ The board 
further hold that such low-grade gum 
asafoetida and other crude drugs as have 
recently been imported into the United 
States are “forbidden to be sold or re- 
stricted in sale’’ in Germany and England, 
the countries from which they are shipped 
to the United States. 

It thus appears that the importers in- 
voke the provisions of section 7 as 
authority for the entry of their goods 
when marked to show their quality, while 
the Board of Food and Drug Inspection 
contend that the provisions of section 11 
exclude such products, and the contro- 
versy therefore narrows down to the im- 
portant question as to whether the gen- 
eral provisions of section 11 can be con- 
strued as qualified or modified by the 
very specific proviso in section 7. Follow- 
ing the usual rule of legal construction, 
the more specific provision should prevail, 
but the Board of Food and Drug Inspec- 
tion assert with much emphasis that 
wherever there is any repugnance between 
between sections 7 and 11 the provisions 
of the latter section must prevail, appar- 
ently for the reason that section 11 relates 
exclusively to importations, while section 
7 is not so limited, but would appear to 
be construed by the board as applicable 
only to domestic products. 

The proposition that the provisions of 
section 11 of the pure food and drug law, 
which relate exclusively to importations, 
stand alone and are in no way qualified 
by the other features of the law, will 
create consternation throughout the drug 
trade, and is so far reaching that it goes 
without saying that the claims made by 
the Board of Food and Drug Inspection 
will be put to the test of judicial con- 
struction at an early date, 
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To Fix the Standard for Imported 


Crude Drugs. 


Philadelphia, Nov. 5, 1908. 

One of the expected features of the 
meeting on the afternoon of November 
17 at the Philadelphia College of Phar- 
macy, when there will be a general dis- 
cussion of the act of 1848 and legislation 
governing the importation of pure drugs 
to this country, will be a collection of the 
medicinal products in question. It is ex- 
pected to lend much additional interest 
to the proceedings. While the list of 
speakers has not yet been announced it 
is certain that representatives of the gov- 
ernment will be present to take part in 
the discussion. Prof. Henry raemer 
and the others interested in this move- 
ment to fix one standard for imports of 
this character are particularly anxious 
that there be a large representation of 
all departments of the trade affected, so 
that a general expression of their needs 
can be presented. From present indica- 
tions it is evident that this representa- 
tion will be forthcoming.

Argument Before the Supreme Court 
in Case of Texas vs, Waters- 


Pierce Oil Co. 


Washington, Nov. 6, 1908. 

The argument of the notable case of 
the State of Texas vs, the Waters-Pierce 
Oil Company, begun before the United 
States Supreme Court on the 30th ultimo, 
was resumed on Monday of this week and 
concluded on Tuesday. The contentions 
of counsel for the oil company were out- 
lined in this correspondence a week ago. 

For the State of Texas, counsel stated 
at the beginning of the argument on 
Monday that there were before the court 
six questions which must be settled to 
determine the merits of the controversy; 
first, whether a Federal question was in- 
volved in the case; second, whether the 
Texas anti-trust statutes are constitu- 
tional in that they are not retroactive, 
that they give to all equal protection of 
the law and do not deprive any one of 
property without due process of law; 
third, as to the propriety of the owner- 
ship by the Standard Oil Company of the 
stock in the Waters-Pierce Oil Company; 
fourth, as to whether the Texas statutes 
can properly be attacked on the ground 
that they are vague and uncertain; fifth, 
whether the penalties provided by the 
laws are ulreasonable; and, sixth, as to 
whether the receivership proceedings were 
legal and proper. 

As to whether a Federal question was 
involved in the pending case, counsel for 
the State declared that by all the rules 
which heretofore have guided the United 
States Supreme Court no such issue is 
presented. The mere assertion that a 
provision of the laws or constitution has 
been violated is not sufficient, counsel 
contended; it must be shown wherein the 
constitution or laws have been invoked in 
a case in which they could have applied 
and their protection was refused. The 
court must have decided against the claim 
asserted and if the decision is based upon 
some other ground the Federal question 
will not be involved unless there was a 
pape le evasion of the Federal question. 

here a Federal question has been un- 
necessarily decided by the court below 
the United States Supreme Court will not 
take jurisdiction. Applying these rules to 
the pending case, counsel contended, it 
did not appear that a Federal question 
of substantial character and requiring a 
review by this court was presented. 

Taking up the question of the consti- 
tutionality of the Texas anti-trust laws, 
counsel for the State asserted, first, that 
the statutes were not ex post facto, or 
retroactive; second, that they do not deny 
the equal protection of the law; and, 
third, that they provide due process of 
law for all cases arising thereunder. Con- 
cerning the contention that the laws were 
retroactively applied in the case against 
=e, Waters-Pierce Oil Company, counsel 
said:— 


“The laws were not retroactive, no effort 
was made to give them a retroactive effect, 
and no such effect was given them. Plaintiff 
charged that many years ago a conspiracy was 
formed to monopolize the oil business; that 
this conspiracy continually existed up to the 
time of the filing of its petition; that from 
time to time new parties came into the con- 
spiracy, thereby making themselves liable for 
what had theretofore been done in its accom- 
plishment, and that which was to be done dur- 
ing their continuance. It charged that the 
Standard Oil Company had been a party to it, 
and that the old Waters-Pierce Oil Company 
(called the ‘Old Waters-Pierce Oil Co.’ for 
convenience) had been a party to it and that 
their agents and officers had been parties to it. 
The State charged that when the Waters-Pierce 
Oil Company, after having its permit to do 
business in Texas cancelled by a judgment of 
the Texas courts and having that judgment 
affirmed in this court, in 1900 went through 
the form of a dissolution and a reorganization, 
that the Waters-Pierce Oil Company that ex- 
isted thereafter, whether it were the old con- 
cern or a new one, was a party to this con- 
spiracy from the date of the new charter to 
the date of the filing of the petition. Under 
the evidence adduced at the trial it is per- 
fectly clear that the new company (the expres- 
sion is used for convenience) could have been 
held responsible for that which had been 
done by the old. The putative dissolution and 
reorganization was merely a device to escape 
the consequences of a decision of this court 
so crudely conceived or so insolently executed 
that it changed neither the name nor the 
management, nor the capital stock, nor the 
employers nor the illegal character of its busi- 
ness, But the State did not undertake to hold 
this defendant responsible for what had been 
done prior to the date of its present charter, 
either upon the theory of the joint liability of 
conspirators or the identity of the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Company under the original charter 
and the Waters-Pierce Oi] Company under the 
charter of 1900. No penalties were asked 
against the defendant for anything that ante- 
dated its readmission (another word used for 
convenience) into the State under the charter 
of 1900. Evidence of what was done before 
and at the time of the alleged reorganization 
was admitted to establish the fact of the con- 
spiracy and its character, and evidence was 
admitted to show that the ‘new’ company took 
up and carried out the illegal contracts, agree- 
ments and understandings of the ‘old,’ and 
that after the reorganization as before there 
was a complete and perfect conspiracy cal- 
culated to produce and producing a practically 
complete monopoiy to which the ‘new’ company 
was a party. The evidence with reference 
to what was done before the date of the char- 
ter in 1900 was admitted under the strict rules 
of the criminal laws of Texas, and its purpose 
and effect was strictly limited by the charge 
to the legitimate purpose for which it is ad- 
mitted. No effort was made to hold this de- 
fendant responsible for what had been done 
prior to the date of the charter under which 
it was operating. While it is perfectly true 
that the Standard Oil Company had a majority 
of the stock of the ‘old’ Waters-Plerce Oil 
Company and that otherwise there was a com- 
bination between them that made them both 
liable to the lawe of Texas, no effort was 
made in this case to hold them responsible for 
these violations of law. 

“In the brief of plaintiff in error this state- 
ment is made:— 

‘“‘*The only substantial distinction between 
the new company and the old one was that the 
new company was a different corporation from 
the old one, and was not affected bv the ‘ 1d¢- 
ment excluding the latter from Texas, and 
was not bound by any of the agreements that 
made the latter obnoxious to the laws of 
Texas.’ 

“The admiration and astonishment occasioned 


by this charming!y frank avowal should not 
obscure the proposition that when the new 
company adopted and acted upon the agree- 
ments it became not less obnoxious in its new 
being than it had been in its former self. 

“The statement of the principal brief of de- 
fendant in error that ‘the only agreement upon 
which the defendant was charged was the 
agreement made by the old Waters-Pierce Otl 
Company in 1878 for a division of territory 
between it and the Standard Oil Company 
and there was no evidence of any other,’ shows 
a lack of knowledge of the case. 

‘While it is apparent from the facts as final- 
ly developed in the case that the defendant 
might have been held for all the acts of the 
old Waters-Pierce Oil Company, as well as 
of all the other conspirators, yet no effort was 
made to punish it for anything done prior to 
June 1, 1900. The petition excludes any other 
idea. The charge of the court specifically de- 
fines the purpose and limits the effect of the 
evidence introduced appertaining to acts prior 
to May 31, 1900. For maintaining and car- 
rying out the agreement referred to and 
making the agreements its own and thereby 
making a new agreement the State did under- 
take to hold the defendant. That it was 
acted upon by both parties after May 31, 1900, 
is amply indicated by the testimony.’’ 


As to whether the anti-trust laws of 
Texas grant equal protection to all par- 
ties, counsel insisted that their validity 
on this score was unassailable, The 
United States Supreme Court, he said, in 
the case of the National Cotton Oil Com- 
pany vs, Texas, had declared the act of 
1899 involved in this case to be valid and 
not repugnant to any of the provisions 
of the Federal Constitution or any 
amendment thereto. Counsel further de- 
clared that it is well settled by the Su- 
preme Court that the regulation of busi- 
ness or trade is within the police powers 
of the State, and such regulation may ex- 
tend to both the exercise and mode of ex- 
ercise of the business or trade, and al- 
though such regulation may more or less 
restrict liberty or impair the value of 
property, if it is reasonably calculated to 
produce the end contemplated, it is con- 
stitutional. The only limitation upon 
such legislation, in so far as it concerns 
this court, is, that such laws must, in all 
their requirements, operate equally upon 
all persons affected thereby. 

The act of 1903 differs but little from 
that of 1899 except the punishment pre- 
scribed in the former was a pecuniary 
fine of not less than $200 nor more than 
$5,000, and forfeiture of charter or permit 
in case the offender was a corporation, 
with no imprisonment feature; while the 
latter prescribes a pecuniary fine of $0 
for each offense, forfeiture of charter or 
permit in case the offender is a corpora- 
tion, and in addition provides that any 
person (which would, of course, include 
any officer or agent of a corporation) 
violating any of its provisions shall be 
confined in the penitentiary for a period 
of not less than one year nor more than 
ten years. This makes the doing of any- 
thing prohibited by the act a ——e, pun- 
ishable as such, with consequent loss of 
certain rights of citizenship, including the 
right to vote, to hold office and to testify 
in court, 

Replying to the suggestion of counsel 
for the oil company that the act of 1899, 
because of the large penalties that might 

assessed under it, denied to the 
plaintiff the equal protection of the law, 
counsel for the State said that a suf- 
ficient answer was that no assignment 
of error to that effect was filed in this 
court as the basis for proceedings in 
error. 

With regard to the contention that the 
Texas anti-trust laws deprived the oil 
company of its property without due 
process of law, counsel for the State de- 
clared that, on the contrary, the statute 
provided for the fullest hearings and the 
most approved procedure upon regular 
and customary and orderly lines. All the 
courts of Texas have been open for the 
correction of any error that may have 
been made in the courts below. The oil 
company had had its day in court. It 
presented its defense in the district 
court. Dissatisfied with the result, it 
asked for a new trial. It appealed to the 
Court of Civil Appeals; dissatisfied with 
the result, it asked for a rehearing. It 
applied for a writ of error to the Su- 
preme Court of Texas; dissatisfied with 
the refusal, it moved for a rehearing. 
All the avenues of the law have been 
open to it and have been used by it. It 
has never been in position to claim that 
it has not had the advantage of due 
process of law. 

Counsel for the State resented warmly 
the imputation which he said had been 
cast upon the courts of Texas by attor- 
neys for the oil company, who in their 
brief asserted that ‘‘the presence of the 
‘evil eye and unequal hand’ is evident 
throughout the trial.’”’ In meeting this 
charg=> counsel for the State quoted from 
their own brief as follows:— 


“To say that this language is indecorous is 
to be mild when severity would be justified. 
To say that it is untrue is to be weak when 
strong language is warranted. So gross an 
insult has not before been offered the judiciary 
of Texas. Every ruling of the district judge 
adverse to plaintiff in error was made the 
subject of a bill of exceptions and was passed 
upon and approved by the Court of Civil Ap- 
peals, composed of three excellent lawyers, and 
by the Supreme Court, consisting of three 
eminent jurists. Every ruling upon the ad- 
mission or rejection of evidence adverse to 
plaintiff in error was the subject of a bill of 
exception, and was passed upon and approved 
by both of these courts. The necessarily 
lengthy charge of the court was dissected and 
an exception based upon nearly every sentence; 
the charge was sustained in every respect by 
all the members of both these courts except 
that one paragraph held immaterial was not 
unanimously approved. It is apparent that the 
members of the highest court in the State and 
the members of the Court of Civil Appeals for 
the Third District must share in the criminal- 
ity of which the trial judge is charged. The 
trial judge has retired from the bench with 
spotiess reputation; while filling the important 
judgeship at the State capital, his learning 
Was so universally recognized, his probity so 
well established, his impartiality so apparent, 
that in the important litigation between the 
State and the great corporate interests within 
the State his court was sought by both parties. 
All this does not save him from the reckless 
attacks of an attorney who apparently knows 
as little about the rules of propriety as about 
the case he has undertaken to brief. 

“Upon the merits of the proposition that the 
manner in which the trial was conducted did 
not constitute ‘due process of law,’ it is enough 
to say that if that be true the Federal ques- 
tion thus stated was not presented to the 
Court of Civil Appeals or the Supreme Court, 
and could not have been passed upon by those 
courts and cannot be passed upon by this 
court.’

The evidence shows that there 
was absolutely no change in the con- 
duct of affairs after the reorganization.

Some of the 
directors were direct representatives o 
the Standard Oil people. Later there 
was not even a pretense that Mr. Pierce 
had anything to do with the management. 
Even then, from a legal standpoint, he 
consented to all that was done. He knew 
perfectly well that the concern of which 
he was one of the two stockholders 
vas daily violating the law of the United 
States and of many States, but chose 
rather to take his share of the enormous 
dividends than to appeal to the courts 
to protect his interest in the corpora- 
tion from the possible infliction of penal- 
ties. A stockholder knowing of the illegal 
acts of a corporation and accepting the 
profits of the illegal acts instead of tak- 
ing steps to prevent, will be held to have 
consented to what was done. At all 
events the corporation will not be ex- 
cused from the consequences of these 
illegal acts because his consent was given 
merely by acquiesence. The evidence in- 
dicate that Mr. Pierce did not consent to 
his own removal, but that he heartily con- 


that the word has an occult meaning that 
places it beyond the comprehension of either 
the law-breaker or the jury. The rule of the 
common law that contracts must not be in 
‘unreasonable’ restraint of trade was not prac- 
tically found difficult of enforcement, and the 
Sherman Act will not become either unconsti- 
tutional or inefficient if it should be finally 
held that it inhibits only contracts in ‘un- 
reasonable’ restraint of trade. 

“But if the contention of plaintiff in error 
that the statutes were vague and uncertain 
were sound, that fact would not affect this case 
so far as this court is concerned. As is well 
settled by this court there must be a Federal 
question, and that must have been the con- 
trolling question. Not only must the case 
have been decided in the State court on the 
Federal question alone, but it must not have 
been possible to decide it without deciding the 
Federal question. Applying these rules we find 
that in so far as the 1903 act is concerned, 
the Court of Civil Appeals directly and cor- 
rectly decided that the plaintiff in error had 
been guilty of other offenses, that did not 
involve this section of the statute at all, and 
only one penalty was assessed. In so far as 
the 1899 act is concerned, the jury found the 
plaintiff in error guilty of violating another 
section of the statute, not subject to the crit- 
icism made, and assessed a fine of less than 
one-third the maximum. The verdict of guilty 
would necessarily have followed from the jury's 
finding upon the other section and this court 
is not in position to say that the amount of 
the penalty was in any way affected by the 
finding that it was also guilty upon the sec- 
tion criticised.’’

Taking up the question as to whether 
the anti-trust statutes of Texas were

“Ie the mere assertion to the effect that a 
statute is ‘so indefinite, vague and uncertain 
in its terms that it could not be ascertained 
by the language used that particular acts con- 
stituted an offenee,’ and thereby deprive one of 
property ‘without due process of law,’ can 
give rise to a Federal question, then there is 
no case based upon a statute tnat cannot be 
brought to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. And if the uncertainty that may be 
alleged of a statute can be the basis of Fed- 
eral jurisdiction, the uncertainty that may be 
more definitely predicated of the unwritten 
law will furnish the ground upon which all 
other cases may come to this court.

The conditions prevalent in the local 
paint market show a gratifying steadi- 
ness in demand as well as in prices: 
Shipments during the week were most- 
ly on contract, but considerable new 
business developed, and inquiries for 
the more important items were numer- 
ous. Trading in dry white lead as- 
sumed larger proportions, and several 
new contracts were placed at the pre- 
vailing quotations. Consumers who 
had remained out of the market in the 
hope of obtaining better prices were 
forced to take on additional supplies. 

Trading in lead in oil continued of 
seasonable volume, business progress- 
ing along routine lines. Red lead, 
litharge and orange mineral were fair- 
ly active, several moderate to good 
sized orders being placed. There was 
no abatement in the demand for both 
domestic and imported zincs. German 
oxide of zinc was subject to increased 
inquiry, and several new contracts 
were reported. In sympathy with the 
firm tone of spelter abroad the local 
market remained firm, there being no 
change in previous quotations. A 
steady undertone prevailed in pig lead. 
Although the volume of business was 
not as great as that of the previous 
period, prices were fully maintained. 
Trading in the minor commodities was 
rather quiet. No features of marked 
prominence developed in connection 
with either varnish gums or China wood 
oil. All varieties of gums remained 
steady, but business was mostly of a 
jobbing sort. A detailed review of the 
market follows.

White Lead, Zines, Ete, 

WHITE LEAD.—Greater activity 
was apparent in the trading in white 
lead during the interval. Buyers were 
in the market to a considerable extent, 
and several contracts for the ensuing 
year were said to have been placed. 
This, with the firm condition of the 
basic material, and a limited suppty of 
the product in New York, gave the 
market a steady undertone. Consider- 
able strength developed in lead in oil. 
Although consumers were not inclined 
to anticipate their requirements, there 
was a satisfactory jobbing demand, 
with some inquiry for futures. Quo- 
tations were as follows:—Car lots at 
5% @5'%e.; small lots, 54%@5%ec.; lead in 
oil, 64%@7c., as to brand, lots of 500 
pounds and over in packages of 100 
pounds and upward. In lots of less 
than 500 pounds the usual advance of 
%c. is charged. English lead in oil, 
10% @10%c., as to quantity. 

RED LEAD.—The movement of red 
leal into consuming channels was pro- 
portionate with the business usually 
seen at this season. Although con- 
sumers were only interested in jobbing 
parcels, a better feeling prevailed and 
considerable lead was taken up for 
spot. This, with the steady undertone 
displayed by the basic material gave 
the market a firmer tone. Quotations 
remained unchanged, and may be re- 
peated as follows:—6%@7c., as to grade 
and quantity, with small packages 
%@‘ec. higher. Imported grades, 84 
@8'c., as to quantity. 

LITHARGE.—A fair seasonable de- 
mand prevailed for litharge through- 
cut the week, and dealers seemed sat- 
isfied with the present volume of busi- 
ness. Although no important buying 
interest was manifested, consumers 
were in the market to a greater extent, 
and several good orders were said to 
have been booked. Quotations for 
American remained unchanged at 6% 
@ic., as to grade and quantity, less 
the usual discount terms. Imported 
grades were held on the basis of si 
@8%ec., as to quantity. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—The move- 
ment of orange mineral in the local 
market during the past week was with- 
out feature. ‘Trading in domestic and 
imported was fair, but was confined 
almost entirely within jobbing limits, 
there being little or no inquiry for 
futures. The same steady tone prevail- 
ed, however, and values were firmly 
held at 9@10c. for American, 12@138c 
for German, 10@12c. for English, and 
12% @13c. for French, as to quantity, 
less the usual discount terms. 

ZINCS.—A slightly increased activity 
Was apparent in the trading in do- 
mestic zines during the interval. Con- 
siderable new business was reported, 
and withdrawals of outstanding con- 
tracts continued of seasonable volume. 
It is the general belief among the trade 
that conditions governing in this mar- 
ket will continue to improve now that 
the political situation is settled. There 
was no abatement in the demand for 
German oxide of zine. The supplies 
in New York are rather low, which, 
with the increased demand, tended to 
give the market a firmer tone. There 
was no quotable change in_ prices, 
however, and values may be repeated

The wholesale Spot price was un- 
changed, sellers holding firm on the 
basis of $4.35@4.40. Smail lots for, im- 
mediate delivery were quoted at $4.50, 
while futures covering December were 
tc be obtained at $4.40. The same firni 
tone was in evidence in St. Louis, $4.35 
being bid and refused. This was an 
advance of five points as compared 
with that of last week. The London 
market closed firm at £11 11s, 3d. 

Dry Colors, 
BLACKS, 

The market for blacks displayed 
more activity during the week under 
review. The movement of carbon and 
lampblack into consuming channels 
was of fair proportions, but the de- 
mand for other descriptions was most- 
ly of a jobbing sort Prices remained 
unchanged as follows:—2@4c. for bone 
black, 4%c. for. regular grades of car- 
bon, 6@8ec. for medium grades and 15@ 
20c. for high grades, 34%4,@8ce. for Amer- 
ican drop, 5@15c. for English, 16@20c. 
for ivory, 4@6c. for commercial lamp, 
7@l5e. for refined, 9@20c. for calcined, 
20@35¢e. for fine spirit, as to quality, 
quantity and terms of sale. 

BLUES. 

There has been a better tone to this 
market during the past week, and indi- 
cations seem to point to a material in- 
crease in trading in this line. Although 
no rdund lots were called for, a good 
jobbing demand prevailed, and with- 
drawals on contracts were said to have 
been good. Prices ruled steady on the 
basis of 4@6c. for celestial, 30@32c. for 
Chinese, 18@25c. for Italian, 31@33c. for 
milori, 28@30c. for Prussian, 31@32c. for 
soluble, 3%4@1l5c. for ultramarine, ac- 
cording to quality, quantity and seller. 

BROWNS. 

The market is on an unchanged but 
steady basis, with gradual improve- 
ment noted in the demand. Umbers 
and siennas were dealt in to some ex- 
tent, trading being of a larger and 
broader scale than has been experi- 
enced for some time. Quotations were 
firmly maintained, however, and may 
be repeated at 3@9c. for Italian sienna, 
burnt and powdered; 114@2c. for Amer- 
ican, burnt and powdered; 2%¢@3c. for 
Turkey umber, burnt and powdered;

Linseed Oil, 


The week was remarkable for an 
unusually stiff advance in oil, which 
was marked up 5 cents per gallon. The 


change which was brought about dur- 
ing the latter part of the week was 
due entirely to the stiff rise in seed, 
and was in about the same relative 
proportion to the increased cost of 
the raw material. The opening day be- 
fore the holiday was dull and unin- 
teresting, as might have been expected. 
Whatever little business went through 
was on the basis of 41 cents for State 
or Western oil, but the movement was 
confined to small lots to meet imme- 
diate jobbing requirements. By 
Wednesday a decided change had come 
over the market, November seed which 
had been selling the previous Satur- 
day at 27%c. had advanced to a point 
where a rise in oil seemed imperative, 
but oil stili sold in the neighborhood 
of 41 and 42 cents. Demand, however, 
notwithstanding the strong position 
and the almost sure advance in sight, 
was limited to ordinary requirements 
and could not have been considered 
active. On Thursday, when the market 
ad risen to 44 and 45 cents, buyers 
became more anxious and there was a 
better demand, with some inquiry for 
futures, but crushers were inclined to 
do nothing beyond prompt or nearby 
delivery. Friday saw a still further 
advance, and the principal crushers 
marked their price up to 46 cents for 
small and large lots, prompt and near- 
by delivery. One sale of five cars, 
however, was made during the day at 
441%4 cents. The purchaser was a crush- 
er and the figure could not be said to 
in any sense represent the market but 
was an indication of the latent strength 
of the situation. The close was firm 
at 45@46 cents, according to quantity 
and seller. The card prices were quoted 
on the same basis, but as city brands 
were not advanced in proportion to the 
Western. The card shows a distinction 
between the two of 1 cent in favor of 
the latter, which is very unusual. The 
jobbing prices are now based therefore 
upon 5-barrel lots, at 46 cents for West- 
ern and 45 cents for city, with the 
usual advance of 1 cent. in each case 
for lesser quantities.

There has been not a little inquiry 
for cake from the other side, but as 
sellers refused to meet buyers’ views 
no important business was_ reported. 
The market closed quiet but firm at 
$29.50@29.75. Meal moved slowly, but 
the price held steady in the local mar- 
ket at $32. 

Cottonseed Oil. 

The cottonseed oil market has ruled 
higher both fur proipt and future de- 
liverics without any really important 
development to affect it. The rather 
sharp advances recorded in the late 
futures seemed based unmistakably on 
the theory that a motionless market 
is impvussible and that if prices will 
not go down then they must go up. 
The holiday incident to the Presiden- 
tial clection had the usual effect of 


breaking up routine business, but on 
the whole trading has involved a fair 
velume of transactions. Buying for 
Western interests, as noted in this 
column last week, has again been in 
cvidence and has beea the chief fea- 
ture in operating the market toward a 
higher basis. The compound makers 
have constituted about the only real 
buying and even their purchases are 
small when compared to aggregate 
transactions for the week. In many 
quarters the strength of the market 
was looked upon as more or less ar- 
tificial in view of the light consuming 
demand. The consuming demand is in- 
variably the backbone of any sustained 
upward demonstration, but at the mo- 
ment that essential feature is an ex-

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ceedingly small factor in the local cot- 
ton oil situation. The continued 
strength in crude has had a stimulat- 
ing influence on refined and as long 
as the crushers can maintain a 30c. 
basis there is small prospect of a ma- 
terial decline in refined prices. Pur- 
chases of crude oil have not been ex- 
ceptionally heavy during the interval, 
but have been sufficient to prevent the 
accumulation of stocks at the mills. 
Sales at 30c. have been reported for 
prompt crude, with 30%@30%4c. asked 
for futures. Exporters are practically 
out of the market at present, Foreign 
cable advices indicate a quiet and 
steady position abroad with buyers 
cautious. Sesame oil is reported declin- 
ing. The export movement from this 
port for the week ending October 30 
amounted to 4,891 barrels, from other 
ports 5,096 barrels, making a total of 
9,987 barrels. Exports from all ports 
since October 1 amounted to 48,261 bar- 
rels, against 21,000 barrels for the cor- 
responding period last year. The ex- 
ports for the month of September as 
compiled by the United States Bureau 
of Statistics are 2,365,054 gallons valued 
at $980,999, against 667,027 gallons valued 
at $353,220 for the month of September 
in 1907. Exports for nine months end- 
ing September are given as 31,659,565 
gallons valued at $12,994,313, against 
27,568.232 gallons valued at $12,098,847 
for the corresponding period in 1907. 
Outside conditions, locally, have had 
little perceptible influence in the move- 
ment of values. Lard has displayed a 
slightly easier tendency while tallow 
and greases have continued inactive 
with prices about steady on the basis 
of previous quotations. Compound is 
reported in good demand at 74@7%c.

The general market for the under- 
noted oils remained in practically the 
Same state as last described. Steadiness 
of price was the most prominent char- 
acteristic, vegetable oils throughout the 
list quoting at nominally unchanged 
rates. Among the animal and fish oils 
prime lard was again the center of 
interest, trade showing a slight im- 
provement for prompt delivery and 
sales passing at unchanged figures. 
Other descriptions were for the most 
part without new feature. 


CEYLON O1L.—The market in all

COD OIL.—The business of the past 
week was composed largely of scat- 
tered orders of small proportions, but 
from the sales closed it appeared 
that quotations were being well ad- 
hered to. The belief was prevalent, 
however, that in a general way prices 
would not reach much if any lower 
levels, though it was conceded that the 
list rates at the present time could be 
improved upon by purchasers were any 
large quantities involved.

Concerning the scope of the hearings 
beginning next ‘luesday, and the partic- 
ular class O1 information desired vy the 
Ways and Means Committee from those 
who appear betore it, the Neporter’s cor- 
responuent is enabled to make an author- 
iltulive statement. in view of the limited 
lume at the disposal oc tne committee 
tor these hearings it seems desirabie to 
caution ali who intend to appear to pre- 
pare themselves in advance with a view 
to giving the committee the largest pos. 
sibie amount of real information in tne 
shortest possible time. The committee 
does not desire to hear abstract discus- 
sions of the principles of protection or 
free trade or any other academic feature 
of the question. lt wants tacts, as con- 
cisely stated as possible, and, if practi- 
cable, such facts as are within the per- 
sonal knowledge of the speaker. ‘The 
committee will desire to know from each 
speaker whether he favors the retention 
ot the existing provisions of law relating 
to the scheduie in which he is interested 
or desires changes, either in the language 
of the tariff act or rates thereof, sup- 
ported in each case by a brief statement 
of the reasons tor his position, 

An important point upon which the 
committee desires information is the cost 
of production in this country, with spe- 
cial reference to the item of labor and 
the corresponding figures for those for- 
eign countries in which competing prod- 
ucts are manufactured. The committee 
will pay special attention to this item 
of labor costs, as it is the basic principle 
of the protective tariff that the protection 
provided shall be adequate to cover the 
difference in wages between this and 
other competing countries, 

The committee will also be glad to se- 
cure any information bearing upon the 
maximum and minimum plan upon which 
the new tariff is to be based. While the 
committee has not yet given much 
thought to this phase of the subject, it 
is understood that the pumaney rates as 
revised by the committee ter these 
hearings will constitute the minimum or 
general tariff, which will be applied to 
the products of all countries granting to 
products of the United States the mini- 
mum rates of their respective tariffs. 
After the minimum or general tariff has 
been agreed upon the so-called maximum 
rates will be fixed and applied to each 
item. These maximum rates will prob- 
ably represent increases over the mini- 
mum rates of about 20 per cent. on the 
average, though the percentage will not 
be uniform in all cases, and will be 
levied upon the products of countries 
which discriminate in any way against 
the commerce of the United States. With 
regard to the maximum and minimum 
schedules the committee will desire to 
learn the probable effect of such in- 
creases as are suggested in the way of 
restricting importations; also as to the 
probability of our being able to secure 
trade concessions from foreign countries 
on the basis of the proposed double- 
column tariff. 

In view of the limited time available 
the committee will be pleased if the re- 
spective interests desiring to make rep- 
resentations will get together in advance 
and appoint spokesmen to address the 
committee. Where all the interests in- 
volved in any particular schedule or par- 
agraph can be brought to unite in a 
specific recommendation, it goes without 
saying that the work of the committee 
will be greatly simplified and the prob- 
ability of the adoption of the recom- 





mendation correspondingly increased, Of 
course, if there are confiicting interests 
the committee will expect to give patient 
hearing to all sides, bearing in mind, 
however, that the tariff law embraces 
many hundred paragraphs and that the 
time to be given to any one of them 
must necessarily be limited. 

In these hearings the committee starts 
out with a very large amount of infor- 
mation, which, however, has not yet 
been digested and there is no specific 
bill before it. During the recess experts 
employed by the committee have gone 
very carefully over the text of the Ding- 
ley act with a view to improving the 
language where possible so as to render 
the classification clear, unequivocal and 
up-to-date from a _ technical or indus- 
trial standpoint. The decisions of the 
Board of General Appraisers and of the 
courts have been very carefully exam- 
ined and where omissions or ambiguities 
in the Dingley act have been discovered 
an attempt has been made to redraft the 
respective paragraphs accordingly. Abso- 
lutely nothing has been done in the way 
ef revising rates beyond such incidental 
rate revision as necessarily accompanies 
the fixing of appropriate classifications 
for unclassified or vaguely classified 
items. Such rates, of course, are merely 
those of the Dingley act and will be sub- 
ject to such changes as are suggested in 
the coming overhauling of the existing 
law. It is probable that by the time the 
hearings are completed this revised 
classification will be made public and 
parties desiring to make representations 
after examining it in detail will be per- 
mitted to file any written suggestions 
that may seem desirable.

Reports from the fields east of the 
Mississippi River indicate a general ex- 
pansion of drilling, despite the interrup- 
tion occasioned by election, but the new 
production is of less favorable signi- 
ficance. An exception is noted in the 
returns of the fields of the Pennsyl- 
vania, where a substantial gain in new 
production was scored, chiefly as a re- 
sult of West Virginia operations. In 
this State, Ritchie county furnished the 


best completions, but Lincoln county 
was well toward the front in the 
week's returns and more new work is 


said to be in progress in this county 
than in any other of the lower fields. 
Some fairly encouraging results were 
reported in the Holliday’s Cove pool 


of Brooke county, and the capacity 
shows a slight gain. Interest in the 
Follansbee pool in the same county 


remains almost at a standstill, but the 
production of the old wells shows lit- 
tle variation. A completion of more 
than the usual interest was reported 
in Greene county, Pa., the initial ca- 
pacity being placed at 150 barrels, but it 
soon settled into a 50-barrel producer. 
In Southeastern Ohio, Columbiana 
county was the scene of successful 
operations, some of which were wild- 
cat ventures, extending the producing 
limits of the Alliance pool. The wells 
of this county are now yielding about 
800 barrels a day. In the Mingo field 
of Jefferson county light results have 
been the rule and the capacity of the 
pool continues to decline. The Lima 
field of Northwestern Ohio and In- 
diana has not recorded as favorable 
results during the week as were pre- 
viously noted, a material decline in 
the new production of both sections 
having been experienced. Illinois opera- 
tions during the week were slightly be- 
low the record of the former week, but 
there was more.than a corresponding 
decline in new production. The total 
runs from the wells of Illinois during 
October aggregate 2,582,568 barrels, 
while the deliveries amounted to but 
221,151 barrels. Drilling has been fair- 
ly active in the proven fields of 
Kentucky during the week, having 
been stimulated by a desire to com- 
plete as much of the work in prog- 
ress as possible before winter. Re- 
sults have been generally light, with 
the exception of a 40-barrel producer 
encountered in the Stubensville field of 
Wayne county. Advices from the mid- 
continent field show a slump in field 
work during October in consequence of 
heavy storms during the latter part of 
the month, but the new production 
scored a gain of 2,019 barrels for the 
period. The more favorable showing 
is attributed to the results achieved in 
the Creek and Osage fields. Some ex- 
ceptionally fine producers were drilled 
in the Osage, one measuring nearly one 
thousand barrels the first twenty-four 
hours. This section is believed to be 
unusually promising in its possibilities. 
Operators are losing confidence in the 
Bald Hill and Muskogee fields, but the 


district north and northwest of the 
Glenn pool attracts lively interest. 
California advices indicate a general 


expansion of drilling work, and esti-

year show a total of 47,490,000 barrels, 
or nearly 8,000,000 barrels in excess of 
the 1907 yield. The gain in consump- 
tion, it ig believed, will be fully pro- 
portionate to the greater output, at 
least one-half being required tor the 
railroads operating in the State.

mand has been described as of well 
sustained proportions representing a 
fairly seasonable average, the move- 
ment into foreign channels has com- 
prised a materially reduced volume. 
Clearances for the week totaled 9,869,- 
020 gallons (5,621,220 gallons in 
against 13,397,870 gallons as the former 
aggregate. Practically no interest has 
been manifested for forward shipment 
abroad, and there is nothing with 
which to supplement the list of charter 
engagements. Quotations remain on 
the same basis, apparently steady con- 
ditions characterizing the market. 


Advices on the Russian situation 
note an active market at Baku, with 
the refineries in full action. Quotations 
are on an unaltered basis for crude, 
refined and residuals. Labor disturb- 
ances are again prevalent both at 
Baku and Batoum, the latter place 
having been the scene of riots and 
bloodshed. The London and Liverpool 


markets have recorded no price varia- 
tion, values being steady under a fair 
demand. The Indian markets are re- 
ported at the same range of quotations 
as lately in effect, with trade of satis- 
factory proportions. Prices ruling at 
Shanghai and Yokohama for American 
and Eastern bulk and case oil are re- 
peated. 

Nothing suggestive of a feature has 
distinguished the market for the prod- 
ucts during the week. The demand 
has been of steady extent, chiefly for 
motor consumption, and supplies have 
been kept within moderate limits, re- 
flecting continued stability upon values 
for all descriptions. Exports of naphtha 
scored a slight gain over those of the 
former week, 94,700, against 78,350 gal- 
long. 

Residuum was in light request for 
export, clearances being 10,400, against 
432,765 gallons.

Octobeer Review of Mid-Continent 
Petroleum Field. 

Independence, Kan., Nov. 2, 1908. 


The tremendous rainstorm, lasting for sev- 
eral days the last half of the month of Oc- 
tober, and flooding and isolating all the mid- 
continent oil pool, practically put development 
work out of commission. The rains ceased a 
week ago, but the waters have not all yet 
receded, and it will be two weeks before nor- 


mal conditions will again obtain, if then. 
The result of the storm was a slump in the 
amount of field work for the month. There 


was a decrease all along the line except in pro- 
duction. The tabulated report of wells drilled 
tor October shows 306 completions, and of these 
245 were oil producing or successful ventures, 
36 were paying gas wells and 25 were failures. 
The new production was estimated on a 30- 
day basis, and was placed at 16,940 barrels. 
Comparing these figures with the report for 
September, there was a decrease of 52 wells 
completed, 19 fewer producers, 14 less gassers 
and a falling off of 19 failures. The produc- 
tion showed an increase of 2,019 barrels. The 
Creek Nation and the Osage were responsible 
for the increase, being credited with 2,430 
barrels more than in September. The average 
of the October producing wells was computed 
at 69.1 barrels; September wells at 56.5 bar- 
rels, August wells at 81.7 barrels and July 
wells at 51.5 barrels. 

In Kansas there was a loss in the total 
amount of work. The report shows 41 com- 
pletions, 9 of which were oil, 27 gas and & 
failures, with estimated production of 110 bar- 
rels, which was an average of 12.2 barrels 
the producing well, as against 13.5 barrels in 
September and 15.3 barrels in August. The 
average was unusually low. The comparison 
with September figures shows a decrease in 
Kansas of 12 wells drilled, 5 more producers, 
a loss of 10 gassers and a decrease of 7 
failures, The production was 56 barrels more 
than in September. One of the surprises of the 
fall was a 300-barrel well at Iola. This is 
heavy 17 gravity oil, and the well was at first 
announced as a gasser a month or two ago, 
but later developed into an oil proposition. It 
does not figure in this month's report. 

In Oklahoma, or the southern end of the 
field, there were 265 completions. Two hundred 
and thirty-six were oil wells, 9 were gassers 
and 20 were failures, and the new production 
was placed at 16,830 barrels. Comparing these 
figures with the September there was a loss 
of 40 wells drilled, 24 producers, 4 gassers and 
12 failures, while there was an increase of 
1,963 barrels new production. The average of 
October wells was 71.3 barrels; of September 
wells, 57.2 barrels; of August wells, 84.2 bar- 
rels; of July wells, 78.9 barrels. 

In its natural divisions Oklahoma had 13 
completions in the Osage, 180 in the Cherokee 
and 69 in the Creek, the Osage showing an in- 
crease of one well drilled, the Cherokee a 
decrease of 57 and the Creek an increase of 
16. In the Osage there were several excep- 
tionally good wells, giving it an increase of 
527 barrels new production, One well started 
off the first 24 hours at nearly 1,000 barrels. 
There were several starting off at 300 to 500 
barrels. This shows the possibilities of future 
activity in the Osage. There is a great stretch 
of country that has not yet been exploited. 
In the Delaware shallow sand the general 
average of the wells was high. The richest 
spot in that famous district was worked to a 
finish during the last month. Three and four 
strings of tools were on a single lease. This 
put the average up and gave the shallow sand 
the lead on all other districts in production 
last month. The Delaware comes first in the 
entire field with an accredited new production 
in October of 5,830 barrels. The new output 
of the shallow sand was 7,690 barrels. The 
new pipe line was only expected to take about 
18,000 barrels a month, and there is no doubt 
that this much oil has been added to the 
production since the pipe line was started. 
And all the old production 1s in just as bad 
shape as it was before for a market, in spite 
of the fact that the producers were importuned 
not to rush to the drill. The only hope now 
is for the proposed line to the Gulf. There 
are conflicting reports regarding it. While 
the Prairie Oil and Gas Company has practi- 
eally secured permission from all county com- 
missioners along the route in Oklahoma and 
is at work further south now, it is stated the 
company will not begin work until after the 
legislature of Oklahoma meets and the com- 

any can get a definite understanding what 
ts status in the State is. There is also some 
speculation about the character of the new 
line. At first it was said it would be con- 
structed of 12-inch pipe. Now there is a report 
that two or three 8-inch pipe lines will be 
laid in order to avoid complete shut downs in 
case of accident to one line, in order to re- 
duce the investment if the production should 
fall below the necessity of a big line. One 
or two of the smaller lines could be taken up. 
But this is all speculation.

Work on this venture has 
been resumed on several occasions, when drill- 
ing has continued until the funds ran out and 
then the rig was shut down again for a 
period. This well was started about two years 
ago and is down about 3,000 feet. The pro- 
moters have never given up hope of making a 
paying gasser out of it. The principal dif- 
ficulty at the present time is water and so 
small a hole that it is a difficult matter to 
shut the flow off and continue drilling. There 
is considerable gas in the well. 

John A. Bell, of Pittsburgh, who has devel 
oped several thousand barrels production a day 
in the Delaware pool the last two months, has 
started a tank farm along the Missouri Pa- 
cific tracks between Delaware and Lenapah, 
and will store his oil there until there is a 
market for it. The first 55,000-barrel tank has 
been completed.

Mystic Oil Company is a new one. It 
is starting its first venture on the Jennie 
Clark land in 26-27-13, Bartlesville district 


On section 19, same district, the Sagamore Oil 
Company is just putting the finishing touches 
on its No. 14 Buford well. It looks like a 50- 
barrel well. In section 16 W. L. Norton is 
drilling a gas well on the James Cowles. It 
is his No. 1 on that tract and he expects it to 
be a gasser. In 19 the Katy Oil Company 
has completed a 50-barrel well on the James 
Day, being No. 8 on that tract. 

The Barnsdall Oil Company is getting ready 
to test the Vann allotment in 27-25-13. A rig 
is up for No. 1. There are some shallow 
wells between the Hogshooter and Osage and 
there is a disposition to find out how exten- 
sive this shallow sand is. Quite a number of 
wells will probably be drilled within the next 
few months. 

Johnstone & Bell have three leases to test 
in and around 22-25-13, Cherokee, and must 
complete three wells within 90 days. The 
ores nome is being put down on the E. Rogers 
n 22. 

P. D. MecConnell’s Lucknow O11] Company, 
which recently drilled a small well on the L. 
Murray land in 4-21-13, is starting a test on 
the J. Murray tract, in the same _ section. 
Mr. McConnell secured these leases about the 
time the first well was drilled in the Lock- 
wood pool in that part of the Cherokee. 

Harry Sinclair’s Chaser Oil Company is drill- 
ing three wells on the Tanner lease in 35-27-16, 
Delaware pool. They are Nos. 18, 14 and 15. 
In section 34 the Alluwe Oil Company is drill- 
ing No. 6 on the Swimmer. 

The New York & Pennsylvania Oil Company 
is drilling two wells. They are No. 7 on the 
Susan Connor land in 35-27-16, Delaware pool, 
and No. 7 on the Grimmett lease in 36-27-16. 
The company has some fine wells on both of 
these leases. This is Dr. Bolard’s company. 

The Foster-Wilson Oil Company of this city 
has just started its No. 3 well on the R. 8 
Dodge allotment in 35-26-16, Coody's Bluff 
shallow sand pool. The company has not been 
drilling any for several months. 

On Salt Creek in the Alluwe shallow sand 
district, David Gunsburg has drilled in a 70 
barrel well on the Polly Newcomb allotment 
in 17-25-17. In 8-25-17 Weiner & Buchanan 
have a 120-barrel producer on the G. W. Riley 
It is their No. 8, No, 9 now drilling. B. F. 
Holmes has completed his Nos. 6 and 7 on 
the Elna Couch lease, in 16-25-17. The first is 
good for 35 barrels and the second for 20 
barrels. 

The Sagamore Oil Company, which has here- 
tofore confined its operations very largely to 
the Osage and the Cherokee, is now drilling a 
test well on the George F. Berryhill allot- 
ment in 28-18-12, north Glenn pool, where it 
expects to get a good producer. The com- 
pany has held this lease for some time, wait- 
ing for developments. 

The following wells are drilling in the old 
part of the Glenn pool:—The Gypsy-Crosiler Oil 
Company’s No. 12 on the Crosier in 3-17-12; in 
the same section the Ridge Oil Company, No.

Oil Company, No. 4 Sell, section 9. 

There are 16 rigs and drilling wells in town- 
ship 18, the new north Glenn pool. It is be- 
lieved a good pool will be opened in that 
neighborhood.

Conditions in the general market 
have varied slightly during the week. 
The holiday occasioned an _ interrup- 
tion to the even course of trading, for 
which the closing days of the week 
seemed to provide a full measure of 
compensation. There was apparently 
no particular significance to the char- 
acter of the later buying, but there 
were evidences of returning confidence 
which dealers were sanguine would 
assume a more tangible form in the 
early future. Price developments of 
the week involved few changes of note- 
worthy interest. Opium again yielded 
to the disturbing conditions. Quinine 
has continued in steady seasonable re- 
quest, the movement not being appre- 
ciably affected by a slightly lower unit 
at the Amsterdam bark auction. Com- 
petition proved the unsettling factor in 
guarana, The foreign cocoa butter 
auctions realized lower values, but the 
effect was noted only in an easing of 
arrival prices, spot figures remaining 
unchanged. The market for glycerine, 
both C. P. and dynamite, responded 
further to the strong dominating con- 
ditions. Cubeb berries responded to the 
upward course of the markets abroad, 
and the oil was established on a firmer 
basis. Golden seal owed its improve- 
ment to the upward tendency in the 
country. Light and concentrated stocks 
of quince seed brought the market to 
its higher level.

A further yielding of values has 
marked the course of the week and 
there was apparently nothing to sug- 
gest that the low level of the market 
had been reached at current quotations.

The Baku market is active, and the ship- 
ments via the Volga are strong, and conse- 
quently the Baku refineries are in full action. 
Owing to the increased shipments to the inte- 
rior, less oil is coming forward to Batoum, 
and the Baku-Batoum pipeline is at present 
only working two days a week. The stocks 
at Batoum are consequently low, and in one 
instance one of Mantacheff’s steamers was 
delayed until sufficient oil was forthcoming 
to finish loading. 

Strikes are again prevalent at Baku, and 
at least one firm has given notice to part of 
its workmen, while another firm, owing to the 
fact that an attack was made on its engi- 
neers, has paid off all its men. 

Batqum also has been the scene of riots 
and bloodshed. A number of unemployed men 
have sought to terrify the citizens. A noted 
doctor of Batoum was shamefully killed, be- 
cause he refused to contribute money to these 
men, and other inhabitants to whom threats 
have been addressed have hastily left the 
town, 

The crude production from the Baku fields 
for the month of September (old style) amount- 
ed to 37,361,000 poods.

Roumanian Petroleum Market. 
Bucarest, Roumania, Oct. 16, 190s. 


_ Though the production of Roumanian crude 
is slightly on the increase, the market for this 
article remains at the high level existing for 
some time past, practically every producer 
being tied up by long-term contracts for his 
entire output. 

The question of the importation of Galician 
crude, to which reference was made in August 
last, has again been occupying the large re- 
fineries, and the government, so it is reported, 
has acceded to the request for exemption from 
the import duty of 2 francs per ton. The State 
railways are also prepared to grant a special 
tariff of 2 centimes per ton on the Roumanian 
roads. With these concessions Galician crude 
can be imported at a price equal to that for 
Roumanian at present ruling. The question 
of tank cars, however, will be somewhat im- 
portant in ruling the quantity importable, as 
well as the fact that but three of the large 
refineries have installations for dealing with 
a paraffine base crude such as the Galician. 
It is expected that about 50,000 tons will be 
imported this winter. 

Prices of petroleum products generally are 
unchanged since last report. Refined oil for 
export is firm, with fair business passing at 
late rates,

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


The week’s summary of operations in 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania, Ohio, In- 
diana, Kentucky and Illinois records 
224 completions, 41 dry holes and a new 
daily production of 6,860 barrels. lor 
the former week were reported 206 com- 
pletions, 41 dry holes and 7,560 barrels 
of new production. 


The Ohio Oil Company has a 230- 
barrel pumper in No. 7 on the south- 
west corner of the R. Kk. Deverick farm, 
section 26, Johnson township, Clarke 
county, Ill, and a 150-barrel producer 
in No. 10 on the Ed, Bennett farm, 
section 27, 630 feet trom the south 
line and 200 from the east line of the 
farm. 





Estimates on the probable produc- 
tion of the California fields during 
1908 show a total of 47,490,000 barrels, 
against 39,748,375 barrels as the record 
for 1907. The increase in valuation is 
placed at $11,700,000. Of last year’s 
production it is believed that fully one- 
half was consumed by the railroads 
centering in California. 


In the Rinards Mills district, Mon- 
roe county, Ohio, the Carter Oil Com- 
pany has drilled its test on the C. M. 
Flanigan farm into the Big Injun, and 
it started to flow at the rate of 40 bar- 
rels a day. The same company has 
completed its No, 6 on the k. C, Ed- 
wards farm and has a duster in the Big 


Injun. This location is inside of de- 
fined territory. 
What is said to have been one of 


the largest transactions in the Trenton 
rock producing territory in Ohio in sev- 
eral years has been consummated in 
the purchase by the Ohio Oil Company 
of the entire Wood county holdings 
of Ira W. Shirley, consisting of consid- 
erably more than 1,000 acres with about 
200 wells yielding 200 barrels a day. 
The property is said to be among the 
best in the old Wood county field, 


One-fourth mile northeast of Lazler- 
ville, Brooke county, W. Va., unknown 
parties have completed a test on the 
T. H. Caldwell farm and have a duster 
in the Berea grit. In the Wellsburg 
district, in the same county, the Pan- 
ther Run Oil and Gas Company has 
completed No. 9 on the D. Brady farm 
and has a show for a 5-barrel pumper. 


On the Little Kanawha River, Sheri- 
dan district, Calhoun county, Hoch 
Bros. are building the rig for a test 


on the W. H. Rogers farm. 


On Addis run, Grant district, Ritchie 
county, W. Va., the Gillespie test on 
the H. Schrader farm is a better pro- 
ducer than first indicated when drilled 
into the sand. For the first 24 hours 
after it tapped the pay it produced 210 
barrels. In the same district the South 
Penn Oil Company has drilled its No. 
4 on the John Starr farm into the sand 
and has a show for a 50-barrel pro- 
ducer, after giving it a shot. These 
are Keener sand developments that are 
regarded as favorable for further good 
results. 


In Parker township, Clarke county, 
Ill, Lockwood, Currie and others have 
completed a test on the southwest cor- 
ner of the A. B. Lowery farm, sec- 
tion 3, and the production the first 24 
hours after drilling in was 125 barrels. 
No, 2, same farm, located 600 feet from 
the south line and 175 from the west 
line, produced 130 barrels. No. 3, same 
farm, was also reported of encouraging 
indications. A couple of years ago 
two tests were put down on this farm, 
but were worthless as paying invest- 
ments. 


On Big Branch, Duval distric®, the 
Guyan Oil Company has completed its 
No. 16 on the Lincoln County Land As- 
sociation tract and has a_ producer 
good for 90 barrels a day. On Straight 
Fork the United Fuel Gas Company 
has completed No. 5 on the E, J. May 
farm and has a 25-barrel producer. 
On North Fork, Grant district, Wetzel 
county, the Parker & Edwards Oil 
Company has drilled its No. 6 on the 
Barr tract through the Big Injun sand 
and found that formation barren. It 
will be drilled to the Gordon. 


On Fish creek, Springhill township, 
Greene county, Pa., the Peoples’ Nat- 
ural Gas Company has drilled its test 
on the David Kimble farm into the Gor- 
don and has a very good gasser. In 
the Nineveh district, in the same 
county, the South Penn Oil Company 
has drilled its No. 5 on the Samuel 
Harvey farm through the Gordon sand 
and the showing is so light that it will 
be drilled to the fifth sand. No. 4 on 
the same farm produced 150 barrels the 
first 24 hours, but it declined rapidly 
and may settle down to about 50 barrels 
a day. 


In the Clinton Lime district, in Read- 
ing township, Perry county, Ohio, the 
Elder Oil Company has shot its second 
test on the Rachel Powell farm. The 
well has a very light show of oil and 
will be abandoned. The same company 
is starting No. 3 on the same farm, lo- 
cated 600 feet east of No. 1, in Rush 
Creek township, Fairfield county. In 
the Cow Run district, Washington 
county, William Reader is drilling No. 
12 on the George Needs and Mary J. 
Wallace farms. In the Reas Run dis- 
trict, in the same county, some im- 
portant test wells are starting. 


In the Big Lime district on Four Mile 
creek, Sheridan district, Lincoln coun- 
ty, W. Va., the Guyan Oil Company 
has drilled its No. 13 on the Guyandotte 
tract into the Big Lime and will not 
have better than a 3-barrel pumper. 
The size of this well is in marked con- 
trast to No. 12 on the same tract, which 
started at 700 barrels a day and is still 
producing 150 barrels. 


In the Big Lime district on Four 
Mile creek, Sheridan district, Lincoln 
county, W. Va., the Guyan Oil Com- 


pany’s No. 12 on the Guyandotte tract 
is holding up at 125 barrels a day. 
This is the only well in West Virginia 
that has at this time a production of 
100 or more barrels a day. Some of the 
larger companies operating in Lincoln 
county are starting a large amount of 
new work. 


The Clarington, Keener sand pool, in 
Monroe county, Ohio, has furnished an- 
other good producer in a test on the 
Frederick Deitrick farm, a 50-barrel 
producer. In the Newport district, 
Washington county, T. K. Curran & 
Co. have drilled their test on the Har- 
vey Green farm into the sand and have 
a show for a five-barrel pumper. In 
the same locality the Henderson Oil 
Company is starting a second test on 
the Knowlton-Grove farm. In the Cen- 
ter Hill district, Morgan county, E. 
Bowman has completed No. 39 on the 
Henry Bowman farm and has a five- 
barrel pumper in the shallow sand. 


A new discovery has been made in 
Washington county, O., that may lead to 
the development of a new pool, In Cross 
Creek township and about midway be- 
tween Taylorstown and Cross creek, the 
Keesey Oil Company has completed a 
test on the William Knox farm that 
will make a fair producer in the 100- 
foot sand. When this formation was 
drilled through a show of oil was de- 
veloped, but they drilled on through 
the Gordon and fifth sands and found 
both barren. They then plugged below 
and shot in the 100-foot and have what 
looks like a 5 or 10-barrel pumper. 
North of this well, three-fourths of a 
mile, and on the adjoining farm, the 
Same company is building the rig for a 
test. 


In the Hollidays Cove pool, Brooke 
county, W. Va., the McKim Oil Com- 
pany has completed its No. 14 on the 
Nannie and Clara McKim farm and has 
a naturai producer good for 35 barrels 
a day. This location is 350 feet east 
of No. 13 on the same farm. In the 
same pool, C. Ferguson & Co. have 
completed their No. 8 on the R. P, Pat- 
terson farm and have a show for a 50- 
barrel producer. In the same develop- 
ment the Reno Oil Company has com- 
pleted No. 9 on the J. R. Hindman 
farm and will have a very light pump- 
er. This location is 500 feet northeast 
of No. 1 on the same farm. The pro- 
duction of the pool is still holding at 
about 1,700 barrels a day. In the Fol- 
lansbee pool, Brooke county, the Mc- 
Kim Bros. have completed No. 3 on the 
McKim Bros.’ farm and have a light 
gasser. The capacity of this pool re- 
mains about 1,325 barrels a day. 





Columbiana county is now one of the 
leading attractions in Southeastern 
Ohio. South of Allance and east of 
Homeworth good wells are reported 
and the producing territory is being 
extended. There is a large amount of° 
experimental work under way and more 
starting in that county. The light ex- 
pense attending operations and the 
possibility of finding new pools are the 
incentives for so much wildcatting. 
Two miles east of Homeworth, in 
Knox township, the Ben Oil Company 
has introduced an innovation at its 
second test on the Peter Hahlan farm. 
Instead of giving the well a shot as 
soon as it was completed, a packer was 
put in and the well tubed. The first 

lie hours thereafter it flowed by heads 

and placed 80 barrels to its credit. 
South of Alliance Renner & Deibel 
have drilled in their No. 13 on the Leslie 
Weaver farm and it started at the rate 
of 100 barrels a day. In the same dis- 
trict the Weaver Realty Company has 
completed its No. 12 on the Jacob Buh- 
lor farm and has a show for a light 
producer. The production of the field 
is now close to 800 barrels a day. 


On the Ohio side in the Mingo pool, 
in Jeufferson county, Donaldson, Le 
Comte & Co, have completed their No. 
4 on the Miller heirs’ farm and have 
a show for a 40-barrel producer. This 
location is 300 feet northwest of No, 1 
on the same farm. The production of 
the pool has recovered a little and is 
given at 1,335 barrels a day. The pro- 
duction of the Follansbee pool on the 
West Virginia side of the river in 
Brooke county, and the Mingo pool are 
on very even terms. Recent efforts to 
extend the producing limits to the 
southwest show that it is dwindling 
down to a narrow streak and it is quite 
likely a little divergence to either side 
will result in a dry hole. The Unity 
Oil Company and the Natural Gas Com- 
pany of West Virginia has completed 
their No. 5 on the J. D. Lang heirs’ 
farm and will not have better than a 5 
or 10-barrel pumper. This location is 
400 feet west of No. 4 on the same 
farm. The same companies have drilled 
in their No. 6 on the same farm and 
will have a 75-barrel producer. This 
location is 500 feet southwest of No. 
4 and on a direct southwest line from 
production,

Although the holiday, incident to the 
Presidential election, had the usual 
effect of breaking routine business in 
the chemical trade, underlying condi- 
tions have reflected little material 
change. From what can be learned 
around the trade, there appears to be 
a heavier jobbing demand, but up to 
the moment, there seems to be no per- 
ceptible improvement in the demand 
for round lots. Dealers in all lines ex- 
press confidence in forcasting future 
prospects, and sentiment in the dif- 
ferent offices appears quite cheerful. 
There is no denying that the chemical 
situation is healthy for curtailed pro- 
duction, and low prices have eliminated 
depressing features some time ago. 
The persistent buying from hand 
to mouth has also kept supplies limit- 
ed in both buyers’ and sellers’ hands, 
and any sustained buying movement 
will undoubtedly have the effect of 
stimulating prices. Price changes dur- 
ing the interval have been mixed. 
Arsenic has ruled easier on light trad- 
ing, with Canadian, Mexican and do- 
mestic producers active in competing 
for what little business has been offer- 
ed. Chloride of barium has remained 
about steady on spot, but dealers are 
booking contracts at concessions for 
delivery over 1909. Manufacturers have 
shaded prices on chloride of calcium. 
Carbon tetrachloride is available at 
slightly under former prices. Tin oxide 
has advanced in sympathy with the 
metal. Granulated sal ammoniac is 
somewhat firmer, owing to small avail- 
able supplies. Caustic potash prices 
for electrolytic 90 per cent. are an- 
nounced at 5%c. for contracts over next 
year. <A detailed market report fol- 
lows, also the Liverpool and Antwerp 
chemical markets,

BICARBONATE

BLEACHING POWDER.—Dealers 
report a fair consuming demand, both 
for prompt and forward deliveries, The 
continued activity in the paper in- 
dustry has stimulated business in this 
chemical, and the run of new orders 
has been quite satisfactory, with fall 
prices quoted on all grades. Small 
lots are held at 1.30@1.35c. for stand- 
ard makes, according to seller, brand 
and terms of sale. Car lots of Eng- 
lish and German are held at 1.25c. 
and 1.20c., respectively. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Steady conditions 
continue to dominate this market. The 
movement on regular contracts is said 
to be of fair seasonable volume, while 


new business appears to be increasing 


under a gradual improvement in con- 
suming demand. Prices are unchanged 
at 1.75@1.85c. on the basis of 60 per 
cent. for 70@74 per cent. and 60 per 
cent. is held at 1.85@2c. Powdered is 
quoted at 2%@38c., as to test, quan- 
tity and point of delivery. 

SALT CAKE.—Shipments on existing 
contracts have comprised most of the 
movement during the interval, and the 
situation has been devoid of new or 
interesting features. Values show no 
deviation from the former basis of 
-40@.42c., according to quantity and 
terms of sale. 

SAL SODA.—The interval has oc- 
casioned little change in conditions af- 


fecting this chemical. Shipments to 
Western paper makers are said to 
show improvement, and some fair 


sized contracts are reported at prevail- 
ing prices, but locally business is rather 
quiet, with sales confined mostly to 
actual requirements. Dealers quote

OXALIC.—Business has been more or 
less interrupted by the holiday, and 
few sales of importance have been 
noted. The announcement of prices for 
all the important brands for delivery 
over next year, however, has stim- 
ulated interest in the market, and freer 
inquiries are reported from many 
large consuming sources, although no 
important contracts have been reported 
booked up to the moment. Spot goods 
are available at 64%c. for round lots 
and higher for smaller lots according 
to size. 

SULPHURIC.—The local sitution has 
continued without important change. 
Consumers are taking up their con- 
tracts in good shape and, aside from 
these, a fair additional demand pre- 
vails for small lots representing the 
immediate requirements of consumers. 
Prices are firm and unchanged on the 
basis of $1 for 66 degrees, and 90c. for 
60 degrees, according to quantity, gell- 
er and terms of sale. 

TARTARIC.—The interval has dis- 
closed nothing new, either in the for- 
eign or domestic markets. The local 
demand is reported moderate, with ad- 
ditional transactions confined mostly 
to small lots representing actual or 
nearby requirements. Deliveries on 
old contracts are of fair seasonable 
volume, and well up to the expectations 
of dealers. Values remain unchanged 
on the basis of 27%@28%c. for crystals, 
and 28@28%c. for powdered, according 
to quantity, seller and terms of sale. 
Cream of tartar is held on the basis 

f 22% @23%c. for crystals and 23@23'ec. 
for powdered, as to quantity, seller and 
terms of sale. 


Miscellaneous. 


ACETATE OF LIME.—Values con- 
tinue to be firmly maintained at the 
recent reduction, but the market is de- 
void of any new feature. There are 
fairly good deliveries on existing con- 
tracts, and new business is reported 
moderately active. Manufacturers 
quote gray at 1.50@1.55c., according to 
quantity and terms of sale. 

ALUM, — Comparatively little new 
business has been placed during the 
past week, and the movement has been 
confined largely to regular contract 
shipments. Underlying conditions con- 
tinue unchanged, and values are firm 
at former levels. Dealers quote 1.75@ 
1.80c. for lump, 1.85@1.90c. for ground 
and powdered at 3c. and upward, ac- 
cording to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—Trading has not 
involved any heavy transactions, al- 
though a fair demand is said to pre- 
vail for moderate lots for current use. 
The market is steady, and prices show 
no deviation from the former basis of 
4%c. for drums and 5c. for carboys in 
car lots for 26 degrees, with the usual 
advance for small quantities. 

ARSENIC, — Governing’ conditions 
have continued of bearish character, 
and spot quotations have again been 
shaded. The actual consuming demand 
at present is exceptionally light, even 
the glassmakers who have been buy- 
ing moderately of late have practical- 
ly withdrawn their operations. The 
situation has afforded quite a field for 
competition, and the Canadian, Mex- 
ican and domestic producers have not 
been slow in soliciting business. The 
European market is still above the 
local, and conditions abroad offer little 
incentive at the moment for a domestic 
buying movement. Some local dealers 
feel warranted in asking 3%c. for spot 
goods, but in other quarters 34%c. can 
be worked on a firm bid. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—The continued ad- 
vance in the price of the metal has in- 
creased the strength of the blue vitriol 
market, and standard prices are being 
quoted on nearly all grades. Addi- 
tional purchases of round lots have re- 
flected the confidence of consumers, 
and the general market is firm, with a 
tendency to advance. Standard makes 
are held at 4.65c. in car lots, and up to 
4.90c. for smaller quantities. 

BRIMSTONE.—Local conditions show 
no material change; the demand is 
gradually increasing, and shipments 
are well up to seasonable expectations. 
Advices from Sicily state that the 
strike at Catania has ceased since the 
government named a commission to in- 
quire into the matter of difference in 
the price charged by the Consorzio for

Measured by the volume of actual 


business booked during the past week, 
the situation records slight improve- 
ment. The election holiday was an un- 
favorable influence, and up to the close 
of the period there was little indication 
that sellers were to experience an im- 
mediate betterment in demand. In 
general there was no marked change in 
values, though the undertone in the 
market for abattoir ammoniates was a 
shade easier. The tankage items were 
not quotably altered but nevertheless 
would have been subject to lower 
offers were large shipments involved. 
Sulphate of ammonia was a listless 
market, both at domestic and foreign 
shipping centers. The West Coast 
nitrate market retained all its former 
strength and on the spot was slightly 
higher. Abroad buying progressed on a 
much more liberal scale, and European 
distributors were accordingly firmer in 
their views. The usual heavy exports 
of phosphate rock were reported in the 
South, and potash deliveries were 
again mainly confined to the filling of 
contract engagements,

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The 
absence of an active buying movement 
has left the situation dull and entirely 
lacking in new feature. A compara- 
tively light trade has been in progress 
in the domestic market, and according 
to advices from abroad practically the 
same conditions are said to obtain 


there. Values for foreign prompt ship- 
ments are $2.874%@2.90 and futures 
$2.90@2.92%%. The domestic product 


quotes at about the same rates. 

DRIED BLOOD.—The Chicago mar- 
ket for dried blood was reported as 
showing a slightly easier tendency. To 
a certain extent this was reflected in 
the local trade during the week, though 
sales were not heavy enough to reveal 
to just what extent values had been 
affected. New York blood was said to 
be offering in some instances at $2.57%, 
and the Western product f. o. b. Chi- 
cago at $2.55@2.57%4. 

FISH SCRAP.—Sellers of the product 
are inclined to the view that general 
conditions are beginning to afford en- 
couragement in that there is a motice- 
able increase in interest as portrayed 
in the character of inquiries. So far as 
actual trading was concerned, however, 
there was little tangible proof that sen- 
timent had materially changed, orders, 
where placed, involving deliveries of 
only small lots. Quotably the same 
figures are submitted, as herewith:— 
Dried, 11 per cent. ammonia and 14 per 
cent, bone phosphate description, at 
$2.78 and 10 per unit f. o. b. fish works; 
wet acidulated, 6 per cent. ammonia 
and 3 per cent. phosphoric acid, at 
$2.40 and 35 f. o. b. fish works. Im- 
ported ground fish guano, 10 and 11 per 
cent. ammonia and 15 and 17 per cent. 
bone phosphate, c. i. f. New York, 
Baltimore or Philadelphia, $2.80 and 10. 

MEALS AND SHEEP MANURE.— 
While orders are not being placed upon 
a very liberal scale, the material of- 
fered by packers is too firmly held to 
warrant any change in prices. Concen- 
trated sheep manure is still a rather 
close market at $7.50 per ton, f. o. b. 
Chicago. Hoofmeal is more subject to 
more divergent views among sellers, 
but records no actual alteration in the 
schedule, the previous range of $2.35@ 
2.35 per unit remaining in effect. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The West 
Coast market maintained its former 
strong position, shipment values being 
reinforced by a quickening demand 
in European consuming circles, where 
buyers are reported to be entering 
their orders for substantial quantities 
in anticipation of future requirements. 
The spot situation reflected the better- 
ment to some extent in slightly higher 
figures, $2.15 per hundred pounds ruling 
for prompt delivery. Forwards are

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—There 
was no departure from the conditions 
described in our last report, quiet rul- 
ing the market, and rates remaining 
at the established levels of $1.40@1.55 
per ewt. for the American brand in 
barrels, and $1.55@1.65 per cwt. in kegs. 
The German product still quotes at 
$1.85@2 per cwt. in casks, and $2@2.25 
per ewt. in barrels. 

INDIGO.—The effect of the holiday 
was manifest throughout the period, 
and trading was temporarily at a 
standstill up to the close of the week’s 
business. Prices were listed without 
change from former figures, the vari- 
ous grades quoting as follows:—18@ 
20c. for synthetic; Bengal, low grade, 


55@65ec.; Bengal, medium, 62%4@75c.; 
high, 774%@90c.; Kurpah, 50@60c.; 
Guatemala, 35@70c.; Manila, 45@50c.; 


Madras, 39@42c. The report quoted 
herewith emanates from the Calcutta 
market and proves of particular in- 
terest at this time:— 

The first official report on the Madras indigo 
crop of the season of 1907-8 affords further 
testimony of the decline in the cultivation 
of the dye in the Southern presidency. Ac- 
cording to it the total area sown with indigo 
in ryotwari villages up to the end of August 
last was 33,900 acres or as much as 57 per 
cent. under the area sown in the corresponding 
period of 1907; this year’s acreage 1s also less 
than the averages for five and ten years by 
62 and 70 per cent. respectively. The decrease, 
as compared with last year, is reported as 
most marked in the Kurnool, Anantapur, Cud- 
dapah, Guntur and South Arcot districts and 
is attribited to the absence of early rain and 
to a less demand for the product. Sowings 
were generally carried out in July in which 
indigo is usually sown in Southern India. At 
the end of August condition was generally 
fair, but more rain was required in some 
taluks. This year’s acreage is distributed be- 
tween the Circars and Nellore districts (11,400 
acres), the Decean districts (7,300 acres) and 
other districts (15,200 acres). In the case of 
the Deccan districts the decline in area is ex- 
ceedingly large, from 29,900 acres to only 7,300 
acres, in the Cirears and Nellore districts the 
contraction is from 26,600 acres to 11,400 acres 
and in other indigo districts from 22,700 acres 
to 15,200 acres. From non-ryotwari tracts the 
total area under this season's crop is at present 
reported at 1,750 acres. 

MYROBOLANS.—During the interval 
just closed, orders outside of regular 
contract specifications were of a mis- 
cellaneous character, and rarely in- 
volved large shipments. Values were 
nominally unaltered, the product mar- 
keting at $25@31 per ton, according to 
seller, quantity and quality. 

PRUSSIATES.—With the business 
week interrupted by theelection holiday, 
the market developed little activity, 
trade being limited to the transference 


of small ljots for which the former 
range of prices remained in effect, 
13%c. ruling for yellow prussiate of 
potash, 33@34c. for red prussiate of 
potash, and 8%@9c. for prussiate of 
soda. 


SAGO FLOUR.—Demand on the spot 
remains of a hand-to-mouth character, 
and for shipment is of the same limited 
scope previously described. Local sell- 
ers quote $1.85@1.90 per cwt. for small 
lots, prompt delivery. The market 
abroad, according to recent advices, 
is unchanged. Arrivals this week in- 
cluded 2,178 bags, received for local 
account Tuesday, per steamer Albenga 
from Singapore. 

STARCH.—Sellers of starch experi- 
enced a very quiet week, the conserv- 
ative buying policy, which has been so 
much in evidence in the past, continu- 
ing as the market’s most prominent 
feature. There was. still sufficient 
strength apparent in the basic prod- 
ucts, however, to sustain values. Corn 
starch prices, as set out last week, 
were repeated as follows:—Powdered 
corn starch in bags at $2.70 per 100 
pounds, and in barrels, $2.86; pearl 
starch in bags at $2.65 per 100 pounds, 
in barrels, $2.81 ewt.; thin boiling starch 
in bags at $3 per 100 pounds, in bar- 
rels, $3.16 cwt. The above quotations 
are for carload quantities ex dock New 


York city. For lesser quantities spe- 
cial prices rule. Potato is held at 3% 
@4c., rice at 6%@7c. and wheat at 


4% @5c. 

SUMAC.—The shipment figures, while 
unaltered, were very strong, and ex- 
porters of the commodity at primary 


shipping points were apparentiy not 
inclined to make any concessions to 
secure additional business, preferring 


to await further developments in con- 
suming cireles. Spot sumac remained 
a firm market at about $80 per ton, 
and was taken in the smallest possible 
quantities by buyers whose wants were 
pressing. Shipment values have been 
submitted on the following basis:— 
$76.50 for 29 per cent. tannic acid test, 
$75@75.50 for 28 per cent. tannic acid 
test, and for 27 per cent. test $73@74 
was the asking price. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—The market con- 
tinues extremely slow. There were few 
important inquiries, and until the com- 
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motion stirred up by the recent po- 
litical activity has had time to sub- 
side there will probably be no new de- 
velopments of interest. Quotations 
range from 19@22c., according to quan- 
tity and terms of sale. 

TURMERIC.—What few inquiries 
were in the market concerned only 
small lots required for immediate use, 
and in the aggregate had little in- 
fluence on the local situation. From 
abroad no further information of in- 
terest was received. New York sell- 
ers of the various descriptions quote 
as follows:—514@6c. for Madras, 4%2@5c. 
for Aleppy; Pubna, 4@414c.; China, 3% 
@4c., and Cochin bulbs, 3@3%éc. 

ZINC DUST.—Devoid of special fea- 
ture as usual, trade in this commodity 
continued along routine lines at the 
price levels last set out, 4%@5c. rul- 
ing, depending on seller, quantity and 
terms of sale. 
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(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Review of Eastern Petroleum Fields, 
Montpelier, Ind., Nov. 5, 1908. 


A general review of operations in the high 
grade petroleum fields east of the Mississippf 
River during October, according to statistics 
show a slight loss from the figures of Septem- 
ber, although this was looked for as develop- 
ment work naturally abates to a great extent 
close to the winter months. The figures of 
work in the flelds for October were distributed 
as follows by States and dietricts:—

The above figures show a general decrease in 
all branches, although slight. In completed 
wells the October figures show 118 wells less 
than September, and a decline of 20 in dry 
holes, and 1,404 barrels less production. 

The general outlook in the petroleum fields, 
now that the Presidential campaign is over, is 
for a resumption in all quarters of the coun- 
try. Money has been rather tight throughout 
the oil regions, but not noticeable so much as 
in other business over the country, as the 
laborers are always paid a good price, and 
have nothing like strikes as does other indus- 
tries. 

Indiana.—A little life has been injected into 
the Indiana petroleum fields of late, but noth- 
ing of a very promising nature has been 
opened in the older producing districts. One 
well with a capacity of 75 barrels wae found 
in the Muncie field, and outside of this there 
was but little stir in the way of leasing fur- 
ther territory. The Marion field has more 
activity than for a long period, but the work 
is scattered in several townships, instead of 
being centralized in one district of Grant 
county. The Camden district in Jay county 
shows a slight decline, as work has been fall- 
ing off in the Break Creek township end, which 
has shown more or less activity during the 
last couple of seasons. The old Montpelier 
field of Blackford county as well as Wells 
county is declining rapidly in new completed 
work. Southwestern Indiana for a_ short 
period has made no spurt, and it looks as 
though little work would be accomplished be- 
fore the spring season. There is no doubt 
that petroleum will be found in that section 
of the State in commercial quantities, but so 
far it has been very expensive to hunt for, as 
the drill so far has failed to locate it. 

_ Northwestern Ohio.—Considerable work is be- 
ing maintained in the Northwestern Ohio 
field, and as the winter advances the more 
the drill is pushed. The older counties, espe- 
cially Wood, have developed some surprises 
for the trade of late in the way of wells far 
above the general average, some starting as 
high as 200 barrels, with a sprinkling of pro- 
ducers far above the fifty-barrel mark. Van 
Wert and Allen, as well as Hancock counties, 
show a little more activity than usual, and the 
result of the drill has made the owners feel 
much encouraged. A large deal in oil hold- 
ings has been made in the Wood county field, 
where I. W. Shirley sold 200 wells to the Ohio 
Oil Company, with an average production of 
about a barrel each a day. Production of this 
kind commands a price ranging from $750 to 
$1,000 per barrel for North Lima crude. 

Kentucky.—The Kentucky field, with all its 
favorable opportunities, remains quiet. It is 
surprising that so much drilling is being done 
in other fields while so much territory that 
looks to be gilt edge remains undrilled in the 
Kentucky field. There is no doubt that crude 
eae awaiting only to be tapped by the 
rill. 

Tilinois.—The active Illinois field maintains its 
position of being the largest producer of pe- 
troleum in the entire high-grade field, but the 
scarcity of water necessitates securing water 
by tank cars, a method so expensive that it 
has been found cheaper to curtail operations 
and await the rains. The river and creeks as 
well as the water wells throughout the coun- 


try are dry, or nearly so. The pipe line of 
Illinois during October handled more than two 
and a half million barrels of crude, which is a 
big showing for any new or old field. 
Southeastern Ohio.—Late advices from the 
seat of activity in the Mingo district, in Jef- 
ferson county, Southeastern Ohio, note the 
completion of two dry holes about a mile 
southwest of developments. This puts the ter- 
ritory in that direction from the pool in bad 
light, and indicates that if any extensions are 
to be found to the pool that the drill must be 
worked in some other direction. The Mingo 
pool production has reached the 2,000 a day 
mark, but is now less than half that number of 
barrels a day. The Corning field in Perry 
and Fairfield counties is now producing close 
to 1,200 barrels a day, and still dropping off 
rapidly. Attempts have been made to ex- 
tend the producing area, but operators have 
been treated with more dry holes than ex- 
pected, and when the loss in this way is fig- 
ured up it will show a wonderful expenditure, 
with nothing but deep holes in the ground and 
no income from it. This deep sand territory 
means an outlay of several thousand dollars 
for every hole put down for crude. The Alli- 
ance pool, in Columbiana county, is now the 
main attraction in that section of the Buckeye 
State, as the late wells are good producers and 
the drilling is shallow. This pool is now pro- 
ducing close to 800 barrels a day, and some of 
the wells brought in have started as high as 
100 barrels a day, but rapidly decline to small 
producers within a very short space of time, 
although when once settled they will remain 
at a certain daily production for many years 
West Virginia.—About the best of any of the 
territory now in sight in West Virginia is in 
Lincoln county, where developments are only 
finally started. There is no doubt a great 
future for both Lincoln and Cabell as well as 
Ritchie counties are in store. Ritchie county, 
that for several years back has furnished the 
sensations of the West Virginia field, has 
only been partially drilled over, and may yet 
show wells like the early developments were 
when the fields or pools were first opened up 
in the county. The Keener and salt sands are 
the two productive producing sands. Brooke 
and Roane counties for the last few months 
have had the best of the West Virginia records, 
but, like some parts of the Southeastern Ohio 
field, they do not hold up at a big production 


any length of time, but decline rapidly to 
small pumpers. The heavy bulk of the work 
done in Lewis county is for natural gas, which 


is badly needed to replenish the rapidly failing 
volume and pressure to the many gas lines 
taking gas from the State. Other counties of 
the State that are in line for development work 
in a small way are Hancock, Harrison, Tyler, 
Wirt, Monongalia, Wood, Pleasants, Marshall. 
Wetzel, Gilmer, Jackson and Kanawha and 
several others bordering on Ohio and Ken- 
tucky. It is rumored that large tracts of land 
have been leased along the Big Sandy River, 
the dividing line between West Virginia and 
Kentucky, and that an effort will be made to 
connect up the West Virginia diggings with 
the Whitehouse pool, in Johnson county, Ken- 
tucky. 

The total runs from the wells of all high 
grace flelds east of the Mississippi River for 
the month of October were 4,845,361 barrels, 
an average daily of 156,302 barrels, and the 
deliveries for the same period were 5,623,534 
barrels, a@ daily average of 101,404 barrels, 
This shows a decline in stocks of 778,193 bar- 
rels, or in plainer words the runs from the 
wells were just that amount short of supplying 
the demand. 

In the high grade fields east of the Missis- 
sippl River the last week was an active one, 
considering the fact that the election passed 
off during the period, and on that particular 
day but little work outside of hurrying voters 





to the polls was done. The completions for

Kentucky Petroleum Fields. 
Barbourville, Ky., Nov. 4, 1908. 


The drill has been fairly active in the proven 
spots of Kentucky the last week, but in partly 


tested localities there is no interest, except in 
one or two remote spots where marketing 
facilities do not exist. Operators are hasten- 
ing to get in as much work as possible in 
Wolfe and Wayne county districts before the 
season of bad weather, and developments in 
these flelds are now commanding more atten- 
tion. In Wayne county, especially, the last 
week has brought an increase in field work, 
and a number of new rigs are now up in the 
six pools of that county. Completions in 
Wayne county for the week, with one excep- 
tion, are light. The Cooper district, a sec- 
tion where light producers are the rule, con- 


tributed a brace of five-barrelers to the week's 
record. In the Stubensville field the record of 
good strikes was kept up by a forty-barreler, 
drilled the earlier part of the week by Penn- 


sylvanians. The new strike is in the center 
of a group of old producers. This district 
also shows a five-barreler this week. In the 
Slickford pool a fifteen-barreler was drilled 
by a Pennsylvania company, and a duster 
early in the week appeared in the same 
pool. The scene of most of the test work 
now being tried in Wayne county in the Elk

In the Parmleysville 
pool a test well shows an initial yield of ten 
barrels daily.

The New Do- 
main Oil and Gas Company, which is the pro- 
ducing branch of the Standard Oil Company in 


Kentucky, has two rew wells drilling in the 
Parmleysville pool. The New Domain has con- 
ducted extensive developments in Wayne 
county since operations were begun, and has 
interests in all the districts.

Sistersville (W. Va.) operators are also new 
in the field. Several wells will be drilled. 

In upper Kentucky work is picking up in 
Wolfe county. A Pennsylvania company 
drilled in a fifteen-barreler this week. Ken- 
tucky operators landed a five-barreler. Several 





new rigs are up. Wolfe county work is not 
affected by a scarcity of water, as is the case 
in Wayne county, and there has been no in- 
terruption of drilling on this account. Ad- 
joining this field, in Morgan and Menifee coun- 
ties, some experimental work is being con- 
ducted by Eastern operators, who are endeav- 
oring to find a paying production. Neither 
county is an established field. 

The winter season will probably check de- 
velopment work in several of smaller flelds. 
In Knox, Whitley, Clinton, Cumberland, Bath 
and Rowan there will likely be no work of 
consequence this winter. None of these dis- 
tricts has attracted any great attention the 
last summer and fall, and unless something 
unusual turns up, they will remain dull all 
winter. Oil prices are not up to the figures 
prevailing at this time last year, and the 
market holds out no inducement for test work. 

The oil market continues firm, $1 and $1.08 
being quoted on the better grade by the 
Standard Oil Company and Indian Refining 
Company, respectively. The inferior grade 
commands 65 cents per barrel. Light ship- 
ments are the rule, and much oil is accumu- 





lating.
